His three 
books, “Socialism Made Plain,” 
“The Usurped Power of the 
Courts” and “The Truth About 
Socialism,” have had a wide cir- 
culation, and the Socialist party 
distributed nearly two millions of copies of his 
“The Growing Grocery Bill.” 


No Magic in Socialism. 
M BENSON has an interesting and yigorous 


personality. Unlike some Socialists I 

have known, his views are not the prod- 
uct of a vague discontent, but represent a pon- 
dered judgment based upon wide and intelligent 
observation backed by a careful study of Social- 
ist theories. His opinions (derive additional 
weight from the fact that he is not obsessed by 
that Utopian conception of humanity which has 
brought into well-deserved ridicule so much of 
the Socialist propaganda. 

Mr. Benson realizes quite as well as do those 
who are opposed to his political principles that 

there is no magic quality in Socialism which will 
_ change the essential character of man, that will 
stamp out all that is mean and dishonest fn hu- 
man nature and usher in a new era of unselfish- 
ness and good will. He credits the Socialist party 
the world over with its fair share of fools and 
rogues, but he entertains a firm belief that So- 
cialism will afford to fools and rogues infinitely 
Jess power to do harm than they enjoy under our 
present politica] system. 

“The European war has undoubtedly made a 
breach in the Socialist attitude toward war,” said 
Mr. Benson in reply to my questions. “In time of 
peace we take the position that all war is wrong. 
In time of peace we take the position that all 
King-made wars are solely in the interest of 
capitalists. In time of peace we call each other 
‘comrades,’ and urge the workingmen of the 
world to ‘unite’ and throw off their chains; yet 
in this world-wide war we find the Socialists of 
the warring nations fighting shoulder to shoulder 
with the others. 


Socialists Are Human. 
‘6 ‘ T the moment I can think of two reasons 


why these facts exist. The Socialists 
are not frauds, but they are human. 
The Socialists are not blood-lusters, but they are 
home-lovers. Like everybody else, Socialists re- 
sent attacks upon their respective countries. A 
man may honestly believe that murder is wrong, 
yet if he awoke at night to discover an armed 
burglar in his sleeping room, the peace-loving man 
may kill the burglar. Every nation in Europe that 
is at war contends that it has been attacked. All 
the power of these various Governments has been 
exerted in an effort to convince their respective 
people that they were the victims of aggressors. 
The German Socialists firmly believe Germany 
was attacked. The French Socialists as firmly 
believe that France was attacked. The Belgian 
Socialists know that Belgium was attacked. 
“Now please try to put yourself in the position 
of a Socialist. We are not gods, but men. Gen- 
tlemen who believe we should have overborne 
this terrific environment ask of us more than 
men could do. We were the victims of the false 
information disseminated by some of the Gov- 
ernments in their efforts to place upon others the 
responsibility for aggression. Wherever we were 
—in Germany, France or Belgium-—we had the} 
ordinary white man’s hatred of invasion. And the 
war came upon us so suddenly that we had no 
opportunity to meet and exchange views. 

“Given a month's notice, the Socialists of Ger- 
many might have united with the Socialists of 
France to resist the war, even to the extent of 
martyrdom. They might have said: ‘We will let 


“International Socialist solidarity can never be 
a fact—except in time of peace— 
until the war-making power of the 
nation is democratized. To leave 
the war-making power in the hands 
of one or two or a few puts in 
the hands of our economic and 
political enemies the weapon with 
which to destroy our solidarity. 
As mere human beings we cannot 
stand up under the strain of in- 
vasive warfare. When invaded we 
are like Republicans, Democrats 
or anybody else—we fight. 
matters now stand in Europe, a 
most any monarch has it within 
his power to begin an aggressive 
war. In no country—not even in 
the United States—is the war-mak- 
ing power distributed among more 

than a few men. 

“This is monstrous. It is a fact against which 
not only Socialists, but everybody who is Hhon- 
estly in favor of peace should inveigh. The power 
to make war should be distributed as widely as 
the effects of war are felt among adults. The 
burdens of war fall upon all the people—why 
should not all the people be consulted before war 
is made? 

“Too long have our economic masters arro- 
gated to themselves the right to say when we 
should fight and whom we should fight. All 
through the centuries we have fought them inch 
by inch for the rights we have. We have fought 
for the right to vote for public officials. We have 
fought for the right to interest ourselves in the 
determination of economic policies. We now en- 
joy these rights, to a certain extent, without ques- 
tion by the capitalist class. But that class, which 
once denied us every right, still denies us the 
right to exercise the war-making power by direct 
vote of the people. 


America Should Lead. 


66 E must capture this last great right. 
W Every cannon shot in Europe is an 
admonition to us to move. 
is in the trenches today, but we may be in the 
trenches tomorrow. Nobody can say to what ex- 
tent we may. be involved in the colossal up- 
heaval that has begun in Europe. Europe fought 
for 20 years in the Napoleonic wars—this may be 
the first of a series of wars that will last as long. 
America should put its house in order. 

“America should lead the world in democracy 
by democratizing the power to declare war. We 
should no longer be content to permit a bare ma- 
jority of Congress—fewer than 350 men—to plunge 
100,000,000 people into war. 

“The Constitution vests the war-making power 
in Congress. But the Constitution does not pro- 
hibit the President from so conducting the foreign 
policies of this Government that war becomes in- 
evitable. The President should not conduct the 
foreign policies of this Government. The foreign 
policies of this Government should be conducted 
by Congress, acting through the Committee on 
Foreign Relations. Every dispatch received from 
or sent to a foreign Power should be made pub- 
lic. In delicate negotiations we now regard pub- 
licity as a danger, and seek to strangle it in ex- 
ecutive sessions, but this is a mistake. The more 
delicate a situation is, the more reason that it 
should be placed under the most pitiless white 
light. If Congress or a committee of Congress be 
about to commit a wrong, let the people know it, 
and a reaction will come from the people, through 
the press, that will bring Congress to its senses. 
But if a foreign Power be working injury to us 
that may involve war, let the people who may 
have to fight the war know all the facts as they 


take place.

ing it off the market until the general resump- 
tion of spinning shall bring the price of the 
raw cotton beck to normal, or by both methods.

Asking National and State Aid. 
HE South has not been much encouraged to 
T hope for aid from Washington commen- 
surate to its need. Such aid may be given, 
involving the temporary use of $200,000,000 to 
$300,000,000, to prevent the wiping out of an 
equal amount of cotton values while the South’s 
farmers are turning to other crops, but the South 
is not sanguine of it.

The exact text is not 
known, but two things are cer- 
tain: That the alliance was of 
a defensive character, and that the 
preservation of the balance in the 
Balkans was within its scope. In 
other words, Italy was pledged by 
that treaty to aid the two allied 
Powers if these should be attacked, 
and Austria was pledged to respect 
the status quo in the Balkan Pen- 
insula, or not to change it except 
by agreement with Italy. 

But the conflagration burst forth 
because Germany declared war on 
Russia on Aug. 1, while Russia 
and Austria were still in negitia- 
tion over Servia. 

So there can be no doubt that 
this war is a war of aggression, desired by Ger- 
many, and to which the treaty is not applicable. 


Foresaw Blow to Italy 


ESIDES, although the conflagration burst 
B forth by will of Germany, its primary oc- 
casion was Austria’s declaration of war 
against Servia. It is clear that Austria declared 
this war in order to change the balance of the 
Balkan Peninsula to her advantage and to the 
detriment of Italy. So, also, is it true that she de- 
clared it without first having an understanding 
with Italy. 

This point is now beyond dispute. Thus, Aus- 
tria violated the treaty of alliance in one of its 
eesential points; therefore, she had no right to 
invoke it in calling on Italy to come to her as. 
sistance. 

But these are, so to say, the legal and political 
motives that have actuated the Government and 
justified its action. Beneath these motives there 
are others that might be called national—chief of 
all being public sentiment. Even if the Italian 
Government had been willing to lend an ear to 
the proposals that Austria and Germany made to 
induce her to take up arms on their behalf, it 
could not have done so. 

The whole nation has unanimously declared 
against any participation on the side of Germany 
and Austria in this war. This sentiment was so 
unanimous that the few newspapers which tried 
to combat it had to desist after a few days. 


Still Hate the Austrians. 


HAT are the reasons for this extraordi-

Bonaparte: 

A little while ago, I stood by the grave of 
the old Napoleon—a magnificent tomb of gilt 
and gold, fit almost for a dead deity—and 
gazed upon the sarcophagus of rare and 
nameless marble, where rest at last the ashes 
of that restless man. I leaned over the balus- 
trade and thought about the career of the 
greatest soldier of the modern world. 

I saw him walking upon the banks of the 
Seine, contemplating suicide. I saw him at 
Toulon—I saw him putting down the mob in 
the streets of Paris—I saw him at the head 
of the army of Italy—I saw him crossing the 
bridge of Lodi with the tri-color in his hand 
—I gaw him in Egypt in the shadows of the 
pyramids—I saw him conquer the Alps and 
mingle the eagles of France with the eagles 
of the crags. I saw him at Marengo, at Ulm 
and Austerlitz. I saw him in Russia, where 
the infantry of the snow and the cavalry of 
the wild blast scattered his legions like win- 
ter’s withered leaves. I saw him at Leipsic 
in defeat and disaster—driven by a million 
bayonets back upon Paris—clutched lik. a 
wild beast—banished to Elba, I saw him es- 
cape and retake an empire by the force of 
his genius. I saw him upon the frightful field 
of Waterloo, where Chance and Fate com- 
bined to wreck the fortunes of their former 
king. And I saw him at St. Helena, with his 
hands crossed behind him, gazing out upon the 
sad and solemn sea. 

I thought of the orphans and widows he 
had made—of the tears that had been shed 
for his glory, and of the only woman who 
ever loved him, pushed from his heart by the 
cold hand of ambition. And I said I would 
rather have been a French peasant and worn 
‘wooden shoes. I would rather have lived in a 
hut and with a vine growing over the door, 
and the grapes growing purple in the kisses 
of the autumn sun. I would rather have been 
that poor peasant with my loving wife by my 
side, knitting as the day died out of the sky— 
with my children upon my knees and their 
arms about me—I would rather have been that 
man and gone down to the tongueless silence 
of the dreamless dust, than to have been that 
imperial impersonation of force and murder, 
known as ‘‘Napoleon the Great.’’ 
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ANOTHER WALL STREET OUTRAGE.

OIL AND DIPLOMACY IN MEXICO. 

When Henry Lane Wilson, Taft's appointee ai as 
Ambassador to Mexico, began acting as if he 
owed his appointment to the great American Oil 
Trust, President Wilson recalled him. 
When Sir Lionel Carden, British Minister to 
Mexico, became too active in defending Huerta’s 
dictatorship as a means of safeguarding the Brit- 
igh Oil Trust’s Mexican interests, First Chief Car- 
ranza determined to send him out of Mexico, and 
has just done it. 
Today, with most ungentlemanly disregard of 
the concessions which the two trusts obtained 
from the dictators, Diaz and Huerta, the Car- 
ranza Government is taxing all Mexican oil pro- 
duction 60 cents a ton, for the benefit of the 
people of Mexico. 
This explains British and American stand-pat 
disgust with President Wilson’s Mexican policy. 
Perhaps it also explains why Felix Diaz and other 
adventurers are getting funds to finance their in- 
cipient insurrection. 
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STATE WAREHOUSES IN TEXAS 

Populism has achieved a triumph in Texas, 
most stalwart of Democratic states. 

The one platform demand of the departed Pop- 
ulist party which had not yet been enacted into 
law by one or the other of the two leading parties 
was its demand for public warehouses, to issue 
guaranteed certificates of deposit upon non- 
perishable farm products, and make these cer- 
tificates negotiable. 

This is precisely what Texas, under the leader- 
ship of Gov. Colquitt, lately one of the coun- 
try’s stoutest political reactionaries, has just done. 

The State of Texas has gone into the public 
warehouse business. 

Gov. Colquitt on Tuesday signed the bill to 
pass which he called the Legislature in special 
session. 

Under the new law the State banking and 
insurance commissioner is required to rent or 
lease a building suitable for warehousing cotton, 
grain, hay and other nonperishable farm products 
in every city, village and neighborhood where one 
ig needed. He can require local authorities to 
pay all or part of the cost of establishing and 
operating the warehouse, and he can accept such 
co-operation as a gift from a local committee of 
citizens. , 

But the State will conduct the business. Its 
agents will be in charge of the warehouses. It 
will receive farm products and issue negotiable 
or nonnegotiable certificates on them, at the 
owner's option, It will insure products stored in 
ite warehouses against loss by fire or storm. 
It can be sued for loss like any private ware- 
houseman. It will fix charges for its services, 
at each warehouse, calculated to earn operating 
cost—and not a penny more. 

The State hasn’t assumed a monopoly of ware- 
housing. Anybody can compete who cares to— 
on those terms. In practice, of course, the State 
won't put competing warehouses into towns al- 
ready provided by private enterprise. 


The State warehouse law, of course, is a war 


| 


measure. It is part of the fruit of the triumph | 
won by the embattled farmers of Texas when last 
July they rose in revolt against the professional 
politicians and chose a farmer to take the gov- 
ernorship next January; it got its final impetus 
from the cotton crisis created by the war in 
Europe. 

The new experiment may or may not work well. 
If it provides housing against the weather for 
the bulk of the 1914 Texas cotton crop, it will 
save enough depreciation due to rain, mud and 
snow to more than pay for all it may cost. 

It will undoubtedly be a wonderful help in 
transforming a temporarily déad asset into com- 
mercially liquid currency. 
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JEWISH HEROISM. 

The admission of Jews to commissions as 
officers in the Russian army and navy is a be 
lated act of justice to the Russian Jews. Yet 
the concession is sweetened for these persecuted 
people by the fact that a Jew won it by 
heroism on the field of battle. The student 
Osnas, who saved the colors of his regiment at 
the risk of his life and was badly wounded, forced 
the Russian Government to recognize the Jew 
as a man with the highest qualities of manhood. 
It should convince Russia that men who dis- 
play conspicuous loyalty, devotion and courage 
on the battlefield fighting for the country which 
deserves so little from them have full qualifica- 
tions for citizenship. 

The heroism of Osnas in Russia is matched in 
France by that of the younger Dreyfus, son of 
that Dreyfus whose honor and loyalty were 
vindicated after he had borne the cross of hor- 
rible injustice for years. 

In the armies of Continental Europe there are 
330,000 Jews serving under the colors of their 
nations. Russia alone, the worst persecutor of 
the Jews, has 250,000. Germany, which is next 
in barbaric prejudices, has 6000. Austria has 
52,000. 

The war gives the Jews another opportunity 
to demonstrate their loyalty to the country in 
which they live. But the demonstration ought 
not to be necessary. In all those countries where 
the Jews enjoy fellowship, equal rights and 
opportunity they have proved equal value with 
the best as citizens and public servants. Here 
in America where there are no race or class dis- 
tinctions the Jews are conspicuous and valuable 
factors in all lines of activity. Men of ne other 
blood surpass them in achievement in science, 
art, industry, finance and commerce. Their use- 
fulness in public service has been proven in 
many instances. They are first in philanthropy 
and social service. No one doubts their loyalty 
and devotion not only to the country, but to its 
republican institutions and the principles of 
liberty and justice upon which they are founded. 
The Jews have a passion for freedom and justice. 

We indulge the hope that the cloud of preju- 
dice against the Jews which befogs some of 
the European peoples will pass with the smoke 
of war. 


BABES IN HIGH OFFICE. 

Speaking with all the authority and wisdom 
that his 28 years of life endow, Assistant Sec- 
retary of War Breckenridge, U. S. A., is reported 
in a London interview to have said that a nation 
cannot fight a trained army with raw material 
and that a foreign army of 200,000 could march 
through the United States from coast to coast. 

He can be forgiven in all charity, since he was 
only 12 years old when the Spanish War was 
fought. But how does it happen that such a 
youngster holds the important post of Assistant 
Secretary of War? And why is he publicly dis- 
cussing our military affairs in London? 
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BAR ON MEXICAN TRADE REMOVED. 

Mexicans cheered wildly the news that the 
American contingent was to be withdrawn from 
Vera Cruz. Soldiers and marines of the little 
army of occupation, wearied of service at the 
hot seaport, cheered just as wildly. 

The popularity of the order on both sides of 
the line is deserved. Civilians in this country 
have good reason to cheer. It ends a most try- 
ing phase in the relations between this coun- 
try and Mexico, which have had many disagree- 
able phases. It not only suggests again the grat- 
itude due Mr. Wilson for the restraint of the 
past .which prevented the misfortune of worse 
crises, but points to the importance of plans for 
making the most of the opportunities that peace 
brings. 

With the removal of the embargo on trade 
and the handicaps to investment which have con- 
tinued for more than three years, a brighter era 
for Mexico begins. The war has settled issues 
from which that republic must benefit. The re- 
cuperation of a devastated country in the first 
months of peace is rapid. Accumulated needs 
must be supplied. The agents of industry and 
commerce should renew activity as the troops 
are withdrawn from Vera Cruz and from along 
the border. 

If the war across the water brings us many 
disadvantages, the restoration of peace in the 
South can bring many compensating advantages.

LEGAL FIGHT SINCE 1908 


Her Identity Established by Scar 
of Wound Father Inflicted 
on Her Mother. 


COLUMBIA, Me., Sept. 19.—f inal set- 
tlement has been made in the estate of 
John Butler, one of the wealthiest in- 
habitants of Boone County, long known 
as the “King of Blackfoot,” and Mrs. 
Samuel Vantine of Parts, Mo., the lost 
daughter of Butler, has received ffom 
the Probate Court $7000 as her share. 

A suit to break her father’s will, 
which made no mention of her, and 
claiming one-sixth of the estate, valued 
at the time of Butler’s death at $160,- 
000, filed by Mra. Vantine after a long 
investigation to establish her identity. 
has been fought through the courts 
since 1908, and her victory now not only 
gives her a share of the estate, but 
conclusively clears the mystery of her 
family relationship. 

Evidence taken in court revealed that 
Mrs. Vantine was the daughter of Jane 
Gordon, Butler’s first wife, whom he 
married shortly before the Civil War. 
When they had three children, Butler, 
in a fit of anger, caused by his finding 
a mouse in a jar of milk, drove his wife 
from his log cabin home and a few 
weeks later, while she was staying with 
a family in Sturgeon, Mo., a baby girl, 
now Mrs. Vantine, was born to her. 
She was afraid to veturn to her hus- 
band, too proud to go to her own peo- 
ple, and wandered about making a liv- 
ing for her baby and herself as best she 
could, taking shelter for a time with 
an army camp, at which time the baby 
became the “pet of the regiment.” 

Girl Adopted at Paris, Mo. 

She gave the child to Mr. and Mra. 
E. T. Wetmore of Paris, Mo., who adopt- 
ed it. In the meantime, her husband 
had left his other children with rela- 
tives and joined the army. When he 
returned after the war, he could find 
no trace of his wife, and married again 
without obtaining a divorce. This was 
one of the points on which his will was 
broken, for it was shown that at that 
time his first wife was living at Charles- 
ton, Mo., where she died in 1892. 

The second wife lived only a few 
years, leaving three children. Butler 
married again. He divorced his third 
wife and made the fourth venture, this 
time marrying a Roman Catholic, who 
succeeded in converting him to her faith. 
Religion had been one of his chief dif- 
ferences with his first wife, for he was 
an extreme Protestant and she was a 
devout Catholic. 

It is said that fn his old age Butler 
made a long search for his first wife 
and chtid; but could find no trace of 
them. He died in 1906, leaving 38000 acres 
of land and a large amount of money. 

The daughter of Jane Gordon grew up 
with the Wetmores as Libbie Caledonia 
Wetmore and did not know until she 
had reached womanhood and married 
that the Wetmores were foster parents. 
She then began an investigation and 
Judge J. C. Gillespie of this city estab- 
lished the chain of evidence which 
proved her birth and her right to share 
in Butler’s estate. | 

Identified by Mother’s Sear. 

The proof in identifying Jane Gordon, 
by which name she was always known 
after Butler drove her away, as the 
mother of Mrs. Vantine, was by a scar 
on her arm, a mark resulting from a 
wound suffered when Butler knocked 
her into a fire place and her arm was 
severely burned. Mrs. Wetmore testi- 
fied that the mother of her foster child 
had such a scar. 

There was a tragic instance in the life 
of the child when a man was murdered 
because of her foster-parents refused 
to give her back to her mother. The 
mother, accompanied by two soldiers, 
went to the Wetmore home and demand- 
ed the child, and when her demand was 
refused the soldiers went away threat- 
ening Wetmore. 

Wetmore sought Col. Woodruff, in 
command of the regiment, and told of 
the threats. Woodruff ordered the men 
put in irons and Jane Gordon sent to 
Mexico, Mo. 

The Confederates, under McDaniel, 
captured Paris the week following and 
upon their evacuation to join Price, the 
Federals again entered the town, and 
with them the desperate child-bereft 
mother. It was on this occasion she 
said the child’s name was Butler and 
declared she wanted it because the fos- 
ter-parents were “Protestants § ani 
inebels.”

riage factory to kill him, but shot a 
man named Workman, who happened 
to be there, by mistake.

Kaufman, 2 years old, a Chicago elec- 
triclan. has returned $4240 to the officials 
of the Homestead Bank, which was 
robbed of $9996.40 by two men ~n Aug. 
17, with the confession that he was 4 
participant, against his will, in the rob- 


bera« 
He sala a man known to him as Frank 


Wilson, but who has been identified 


from photographs in the police gallery 
as Frank G. Hohl, an expert bank rob- 
ber, who recently broke jail after rob- 
bing a bank at Altoona, Pa., compeleld 
him, at the point of a revolver, *o assist 
in the robbery; and that he had been 
conscience stricken ever since. 

Posing as a wealthy young banker, 
and giving his name as Frank Wilson, 
Hohl made the acquaintance of young 
Kaufman in a pool room in Chicago 
early in July. Kaufman says in his 
confession that ‘‘Wilson’’ spent money 
lavishly and treated him so as to win 
his friendship. In August he proposed 
an automobile trip to Pittsburg and 
asked Kaufman to go with him as his 
guest. Kaufman consented willingly, 
and they started in a big yellow car. 
At Newark, O., Hohl told Kaufman 
that he was not a banker, but a bank 
robber, and that they were then on 
their way to rob a bank at Homestead. 
Kaufman refused to have anything to 
do with the affair and then Hohl, ac- 
cording to the confession, whipped out 
a revolver and threatened to kill his 
young companion unless he agreed to 
do what he was told. 

Ia Tied to Bed. 

That night, fearing that he might run 
away, Hohl is said to have tied Kauf- 
man to him with a rope. Next day, 
when a couple of miles out of Home- 
stead, the men left the autcmobile and 
walked into the town, after taking co- 
caine to ‘steady their nerves and make 
them daring, as Hohl explained. Hohl 
then gave Kaufman a revolver, loaded 
with-blank cartridges, and drilled him in 
his part of the coming robbery, explain- 
ing he was to stand on the outside of 
the bank and fire the blank cartridges 
at anyone who might attempt to inter- 
rupt the robbery. 
Kaufman did as ordered, and while 
Hohl went.into the bank and held up the 
cashier, he fired several shots at pedes- 
trians attracted to the place by the 
sound of Hohl’s shots. 
When Hohl came out with the money 
the two men jumped into an automobile 
which they had stolen for the purpose, 
and drove away, Kaufman firing some 
more blank cartridges at their pursuers. 
They reached the yellow automobile and 
continued their flight. Kaufman says 
that while bank cfficials were pursuin:: 
them, one of them fired a shotgun at 
them, and so frightened the bank rob- 
bers that they were on the point of sur- 
rendering when they discovered that the 
prisoner had no more shells for his gun. 

Get Back to Chicago. 
Kaufman said they continued their 
flight, dodging from one city to another, 
until at last they reached Chicago on a 
freight train after he had purposely 
ditched the automobile. There, he said, 
Hohl divided the money, giving him a 
little less than half, and then left, 
warning Kaufman not to “‘squeal’”’ if he 
valued his life. 
Finally Kaufman became ge wneasy 
about his part in the robbery that he 
went to an attorney in Chicago, who 
advised him to make immediate restitu- 
tion. He dij so, tut the news was sup- 
pressed until the rresent time by detec- 
tives who hoped to trap Hohl if he 
should attempt to communicate with 
Kaufman. 
Since then Kaufman has teen kept un- 
der surveillance in the hope of getting 
a clew to Hohl. Detectives are also 
watching a woman of Salem, O., said 
to be Hohl’s wife. Shortly after the 
robbery of the bank two letters were

W. F. Saunders, the secretary, said he 
had received letters from the commer- 
cial clubs of many other cities saying 
they were taking up the cotton buying 
movement. The letters are coming from 
all parts of the country, the New En- 
riand cities showing especial interest. 
Some of the large mail order houses of 
(hicago also are buying cotton, and it is 
Amnounced that the Association of Com- 
merce there likely will take up the 
movement next weck. 

When Saunders closed his office yes- 
terday he had recived orders for 3569 
bales at $6) a bale, a total of $178,- 
Oo). Among the orders received yes- 
terdavy were 40 bales each from the Ro- 
senthal-Sloan and Levis-Zukoski whole- 
sale millinery houses, and 10 bales each 
trom the King-Brinsmade and Geyer «x 
Stroh Millinery houses, and the same 
number from both the Graham Paper 
Co. and the Herkert & Meisel Trunk Jo. 
The millinery interests, as a group, 
bouglt 113 bales. The Eisenstadt Man- 
ufacturing Co. bought 20 bales, and the 
Islackwell-Wielandy Book & Stationery 
(‘o. bought 12. 

Saunders said the disposition of the en- 
tire country seemed to be to aid the 
cotton planters of the South, who have 
been nit hard by the European war.

will be produced in 1914 in this and other 
countries. 

The United States produces 62 to 63 per 
cent of the world’s cotton. India, Egypt, 
China, Russia, Brazil, Mexico and othe: 
countries produce the remainder. 

The world’s cotton mills spun 21,500,000 
bales during the year ending Aug. 31, 
1913. That was an uncommonly active 
year in the cotton factories. 

That year the world’s surplus of raw 
cotton carried over was close to 2,500,000 
bales, of which about 1,750,000 bales were 
held in the United States. 

26,000,000 Balesz Available Last Year. 

This country’s 1913 cotton crop, picked 
and baled by March 1, 1914, was some- 
thing over 14,500,000 bales—a very large 
crop. The crop of 1913 was also larger 
than usual in tne other cotton producing 
countries. The year’s total production 
was pretty certainly not less than 23,- 
56,000 bales. With the 2,500,000 bales car- 
ried over from the previous year, that 
made 26,000,000 bales available for the 
epinning year ending Aug. 81, 1914. 

Consumption during the year ending 
Aug. 31, 1914, has been considerably less 
than during the year preceding, owing 
to sharp curtailment and idleness in all 
the spinning centers, enforced by slack 
demand, especially during July and 
August. It is conservatively estimate. 
that the world’s surplus of raw cotton 
Sept. 1, 1914, was close to 6,000,000 bales. 

The closest possible approximation, 
then, gives these figures as a basis for 
estimating the developments with re- 
spect to cotton in the near future:

But the most optimistic estimator 
eanzot figure eut a smaller world’s 
surplus of raw cotton on March 1, 
1915, over amy prebable mill con- 
sumption during the year ending 
Aug. 31, 1915, of less than 10,000,000 
bales. The surplus will probably be 
nearer 12,000,000 bales, or within 3,- 
000,000 bales of a maximum year’s 
yleld of the American fields. 

It is evident the world’s cotton 
planters have been producing an 
over-supply of the staple, even for 
normal market demand, during the 
three years last past. The enormous 
prospective surplus of raw cotton 
March 1, 1915, sharply emphasizes the 
demand, now running across the 
Southern states, for a radical] curtalil- 
ment of cotton acreage in 1916. 

A millien or more Southerm farmers 
must wholly or in large part substi- 
tute other crops for cotton, next year. 
At least 6,000,000 bales of this year’s 
crop must be taken off the market 
for a year or two in order to keep 
the price of cotton at or above 10 
eents a pound. 

The change from cotton to other farm 
crops will call for a very large amount 
of new capital investment. Most of tho 
Southern States’ farmers are equipped 
for growing cotton and are not equipped 
for growing grain or livestock. This is 
especially true of the 40 to 60 per cent 
of them who are not land owners. The 
tenant farmers, more than 220,000 of them 
in Texas alone, will need to be aided 
financially by their landjords and by tho 
country merchants and bankers if they 
are to make other ‘‘money’”’ crops in- 
stead of cotton. Only a small percent- 
age of these tenants, and less than a 
majority of farm owners, have enough 
capital to finance the change for them- 
“elves. 

Southern bankers, confessing their in- 
ability, even with the alc of a vast issue 
of emergency currency, to supply 
enough funds on requisite terms to 
maintain cotton’s price at or above 
production cost, will during the next 
six months have to face this new de- 
mand for capital to transform Southern 
farming operations.

of cotton bring into this country up- 
wards of $550,000,000, exclusive of the 
by-products of cotton, and that this 
enormous export of cotton maintains 
the balance of trade on our side, passes 
without comment except at a time like 
the present. Now, when our efforts are 
directed towards keeping in this country 
our gold, the fact that we cannot export 
cotton impresses itself as a startling 
disarrangement of our whole system. 

“What is our system as far as cotton 
fa concerned? Without detracting in 
any way from the pressing need of the 
cotton, producer, and that need is such 
as to permit no relaxation of effort 
toward his relief, {tt may be borne in 
mind that the cotton crop is not mar- 
keted ‘all at once,’ and we should not 
be driven into a panic with the idea 
that 15,000,000 bales must be financed 
within the next 30 or 6 days. What 
must be done, however, ts to supply 
sufficient funds to assure that every 
pound of cotton will be gathered, and 
that his necessities will not be lacking 
to the farmer. 

‘“‘Assuming that the crop about to be 
picked is 16,000,000 bales, in round fig- 
ures, the question is what part of that 
crop will have to be cared for financially 
before Jan. 1 and what part subsequent 
ly? We are somewhat later,this than 
last season, but for the sake of safety 
assume that the movement this year wiil 
Le as full as Jaat. 

“Last year there had been ginned to 
Sept. 25, 3,246,655 bales, or 23.2 per cent 
of the total ginning; to Oct. 18, 6,973,518 
bales, or 49.9 per cent; to Jan. 1, 13,347,- 
721 bales, or 95.9 per cent. Almost the 
whole crop was ginned, baled and ready 
for market by Jan. 1. But it was not 
marketed. 

“According to Statisticlan Hester, the 
‘into sight’ market movement was as 
follows: In September, 1,639,846 bales: in 
October, 2,974,985: in November, 2.952.917 
bales; in December, 2,462,367 bales: total 
into sight by Jan. 1, 10,060,065 ales, or 
about two-thirds of the crop. Accord- 
ing to the Chronicle, American mills had 
taken about 2,500,000 bales; there had 
been exported 5,236,000. 

“Between now and Jan. 1 our concern 
is with this 5,236,000 bales, which we may 
consider a fair estimate of what we 
might export this season with shipping 

pen. It is certain that our exports wil! 
not be entirely stapped; if exporting is 
to go forward.at all, what countries will 
be shut off, and what countries will in- 
crease their consumption, and how 
much? With the normal increase in con- 
sumption our exports for the season 
should be between 8,500,000 and 9,000,000 
bales, the larger figure if the cotton 
were obtainable. Our mills in this coun- 
try can increase their consumption pro- 
vided labor is available; Japan cannot 
to any great extent; European cointries 
not at war may be able to do so, but it 
is doubtfu], as most of them are mo- 
billzed and every spare man i!s at the 
front. Great Britain, dominating the 
sea, will take a fair percentage of her 
usual takings and her dominance will 
enable all the Furopean countries who 
can use it, except Germany and Aus- 
tria, to take cotton. 

“Undoubtedly there will be exports of 
cotton: if half, we will hold a surplus 
of 4,000,000 to 5,000,000, less what Ameri- 
can mills can use by an extension of 
capacity, for which there is room with- 
out the addition of new spindles, as 
many mills have not run to full ca- 
pacity, and many were idle. If peace 
is declared within the next two or three 
months, European takings will reduce 
still further the amount we will have 
to carry as an unmarketable surplus.”’

WING to the fact that I have 
OC been on vacation, and therefore

I found 
much comfort in the careful finish, the 
excellent balance, the earnest individual 
effort and the effective “team’’ spirit 
of their work. 

This is because I estimate a worthy

cisely as is a worthy orchestra. a 
worthy art gallery or any other worthy 
medium of culture that makes for the 
general happiness. 

[I was not expectant of so good a 
showing. The demand of “The Fortune 
Hunter’s” wholesome, though not al- 
ways plausible, story is for clean-cut 
playing that shall score its points qulet- 
ly, yet with a convincing sureness of 
touch. This demand was well met. The

Both humor and tenderness are possi- 
ble to Mr. Harris in a considerable de- 
gree. Occasionaily he is a bit mechan- 
ical in gesture, but he has an intelligent 
comprehension of character, he is well 
grounded in his art, his stage presence 
compels attention, and one’s final im- 
pression of his performance is satisfy- 
ing. 

Marion Ruckert, the leading woman, 
cast in the role of Betty Graham, wiio 
wins Nat Duncan from his ignoble for- 
tune-hunting enterprise, acquits herse!f 
with peculiar credit by a steadily main- 
tained heightening of the value of her 
work. 

She seems content to let the play’s ac- 
tion “bring her out,’’ as it were, and 
this willingness to forego the spotlight 
until her claim to it becomes legitimate 
bespeaks a sound judgment in art. He: 
Betty grew constantly in the house's 
favor. 

One menace to her best achievement is 
an unduly fervid use of the eyes to ex- 
press the feeling of certain tense mo- 
ments. She possesses an appealingly 
musical voice, capable of effective shad- 
ing in emotional utterance. 

In common with Mr. Harris, her asso- 
clate in the leading roles, Miss Ruckert 
seems to gain and hold the friendly re- 
gard of her audience, a vital essential 
for the success of a player in stock. 

Robert McClung as old Sam Graham, 
Petty’s father, the haplessly dreamful 
inventor-druggist around whose early 
failure and later triumph the play’s plot

admirable with just a bit more of the 

‘spiritual’ touch in his work. 

He brings a realizing sense of old 
Graham's undeserved lucklessness in 
life. But he does not quite encompars 
the whimsical pathos of the character, 
its childlikeness in vision seeing, the 
piteous yet exasperating unworldliness 
ef genius which explains alike the occa- 
sional impatience of Betty and the pre- 
tective regard of Nat Duncan. 

It is asking not a little of Mr. Me- 
Clung to sound this psychological nete 
at its proper pitch. But he comes so 
near doing it, as matters now stane, 
that one feels encouraged to the urging. 

Josie Lockwood, the village heiress, s 
played by Miss Eda von Buelow with 
the heartiest relish and, in alliance with 
keen ability, this brings excellent re- 
sults. The part is a genwine character 
creation, racy of its environment ana 
socia] condition, at all times divertingly 
human 

Good low-comedy work is done by 
Henry Hull as the marriage-hating vVil- 
‘lage sheriff, who “can whip anybody in 
town except his wife,”’ and Mr. Hull's 
faithful make-up is not the least de- 
light of his performance. The conven- 
tional skinflint-hypocrite, Banker Lock- 
wood, father of Josie, is acceptably 
played along necessarily conventionat 
lines by Carson Davenport. 

These are the more salient roles of the 
play’s story. The general test of ability 
extends, however, In varying degree, 
throughout the entire cast. It is capabiy 
met by John Maurice Sullivan, Robert 
Longmire, Phillips Tead, Louis Calhern, 
Ashley Cooper, William Bliss, O'Neill 
C’Halloran and Miss Elsa Rendell.

N POSTAGE STAMPS 


Former Condie-Neale Cashier 
Said to Have Charged Up 
$2963.60 Not Used. 


TOTAL SHORTAGE $6314.15 
Peculations Declared to Have 
Taken Place Between April,. 
1913, and Last Month.

alleged against Frank F. Lowry of 347 
Fairlawn avenue, Webster Groves, for- 
mer cashier of the Condie-Neal Glass 
(‘o., 2500 North Broadway, who was ar- 
rested yesterday, is said to consist of 
excess credits taken by him for postage 
stamps. He js alleged to have given 
himself enédit on the books, between 
April, 1918, and August ll, 1914, for 
$2963.69 more stamps than were used. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Baer, after 
going over the report of accountants 
who had been examining Lowry’s books 
since Sept. 1, said he would isue an 
information charging Lowry with em- 
bezzlement. Lowry was locked up. 
Friends are trying to obtain bond for 
him. 

In the latter part of August D. H. 
Condie, president of the company, no- 
ticed the postage expense of the firm 
had greatly increased and called it to 
the attention of George R. Wendling, 
resident vice-president of the Fidelity 
and Deposit Co. of Maryland, which is 
on Lowry’s bond for $5000. Wendling 
ordered an audit of the books and 
Lowry was relieved from his duties. 

The acountants found that the aver- 
age expenditure for stamps was $145.12 
a month during the three years prior to 
Lowry becoming cashier, while during 
the 40 months that Lowry was cashier :t 
averaged $293.30. ; 

The accountants also found, their re- 
port states, that there had been dupli- 
cation of entries for payrolls, postage, 
traveling expenses, etc., not substanti- 
ated by vouchers or other evidence, ag- 
gregating $2505.10. The method, they 
Say, was to juggle the accounts between 
the cash book and the register. The tr- 
regularities found in the books covered 
the period from 
ll, this year. 

Lowry has been employed by the firm 
seven years. His salary was $100 a 
month. He is 41 years old and has a 
wife and two children. His. father isa 
clergyman at Little Rock, Ark. 

He told the detectives that’there was 
a shortage of about $700 on his books, 
due to errors in the petty cash accounts. 
He declined to make a statement to re- 
porters.

STOCKHOLDERS 10 
HOLD A MEETING 


Three Persons Largely Interested 
Call Gathering for Wednesday 
at Planters Hotel. 


WILL BE FIRST OF KIND 


Conference Had Friday Fails to 
Decide on Receiver—Lester 
S. Parker Is Suggested. 


Three large stockholders of the Bank- 
ers’ Trust Co., which is in the hands 
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struction of the San Antonio, Uvalde 
& Gulf Railroad. 
“It is charged that the Committee 
of Bankers that appraised the as- 
sets of the trust company valued this 
railroad at a much less amount than 
it was carried on the books of the 
trust company. This valuation of the 
committee was confessedly arbitrary, 
as they did not profess to be rail- 
road experts. They admitted that 
the railroad cost, from all: the in- 
formation they could obtain about 
what we carried it at, and a half 
dozen expert railroad men who ex- 
amined the property assured us that 
the valuation at which we were car- 
r¥ing it was low enough and. that 
whenever there was any sale of rail- 
road property at all we weuld dealize 
what we were carrying this property 
for, or more. 
Building Rallroad a Mistake. 

“The fact that the management of 
the trust company made a mistake 
in undertaking the construction of 
this railroad is frankly admitted. 
This did not seem to be the case eat 
the time the deal was undertaken 
and it is only the unfavorable course 


of events, that could not be fore- 
seen, that has made this undertaking 
so unfortunate for the Bankers’ 
Trust Co. 

“ It is this railroad construction 
that has caused all our trouble and 
I am wholly to blame. for undertak- 
ing it, for it was on my recommen- 
dation that the board of directors of 
the trust company approved the uan- 
dertaking. It was an error of judg- 
ment which I greatly deplore. I have 


suffered greater financial loss than; 


any one else, but at the same time 
the losses of my friends and others 
who were stockholders in the Bank- 
ers’ Trust Co. have worried me more 
than my own losses. 

“The most thorough investigation, 
however, wil] not show any malfeasance 
on the part of the management of the 
Bankers’ Trust Company or its board 
of directors. 

“A few disgruntled stockholders de- 
manded in May that they have the privi- 
lege of employing a firm of chartered 
accountants to make a thorough Iinvesti- 
gation of the bocks and affairs of the 
trust company. This privilege was free- 
ly granted and the firm of Westerman &

The audit of the trust company books 
shows that during its existence the trust 
company appreciated the value of stocks 
it owned to the amount of $296,819.58, and 
that this money was paid out in divi- 
dends. The appraisers of the assets 
found that instead of these stocks being 
worth moré than their book value, they 
were actually worth $188,654.75 less than

H. W. Wiswell. 

L. 8. Parker Suggested for Receiver. 

A conference yesterday, attended by 
Bank Commissioner Mitchell, Assistant 
Attorney-General Fitch and Charles W. 
Bates, attorney for M. 8. Leming, who 
recently filed a receivership suit against 
the trust company, failed to result in 
an agreement for the appointment of a 
receiver. Mitchell opposed the receiver- 
ship suit in the Supreme Court and was 
successful in preventing the appointment 
of a receiver. It is reported he is now 
agreeable to such an appointment and 
will recommend that Lester S. Parker 
of Jefferson City be appointed. 

Parker was a director of the trust 
company during nearly all of its exist- 
ence and the records show that he par- 
ticipated in nearly all directors’ meet- 
ings at which various deals, which are 
shown to have resulted disastrously for 
the company, were authorized or ap- 
proved. He was named by Mitchell as 
special agent of the Banking Department 
to take charge of the trust company 
after the receivership suit was filed. 

Letters have been written to Mitchell 
by J. P. Graham, also a director, and 
other stockholders requesting the ap- |! 
pointment of Parker for receiver. Mitch- 
ell also has recelved a number of pro- 
tests against a recommendation that 
Parker be appointed. 

Franklin’s Statement. 

John E. Franklin, former president 
of the Bankers Trust Co., who is now in 
Colorado Springs, has sent to the Post- 
Dispatch a statement, which follows: 

“T have just read the articles In the 
Post-Dispatch criticising the Bankers 
Trust Co. and its management. 

“As to the charge that I sold some 
of the stock after the first of May, when 
the company was in financial] trouble, 
this is absolutely false. The stock of 
mine that was sold was held as collat- 
eral and was sold by order of the banks 
that held this collateral and against my 
protest. 

“As to the charge that the manage- 
ment of the trust company paid un- 
earned dividends—this is based upon 
the alleged inflation of book values of 

_ bank stocks held by the Bankers Trust 
Co. As a matter of fact, there was no 
inflation of these bank stock values. 

“It was the rule with the management 
of the trust company to carry the bank 
stocks of the company at book value. 
Banks do not pay all their earnings in 
dividends, but retain more or less of 
these earnings in surplus and undivided 
profit. We put into our profit account 
the dividends received from these banks 
and once a year revised the book values 
of these stocks by adding in the earnings 
for the year that had not been paid out 
in dividends. These are the various en- 
tries criticised as inflations of book 
values and these were entirely legiti- 
mate and proper, as any banker will 
concede. 

“The fact that the appraisement of 
these stocks by Messrs. Hilliard, 
Clarkson & Hubbard at a somewhat 
less amount than they were carried 
on our books arises from the fact that 
one of the banks in which we held 
stock—-namely, the State National 
Bank of Little Rock, had been closed 
for liquidation by action of its direc- 
tors and this committee marked them 
off as a loss the entire amount at 
which we were carrying this stock. 
also reduced the value of the stocks 
of some of our banks that held re- 
ciscounts of the State National Bank.

“The city appropriation is used to pay 
for janitor service, heat, lights and re- 
pairs. Col. Donnelly plans to ask May- 
or Kiel for an emergency appropriation 
of $5000, to be made as soon as the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly reconvenes next week. 
No reason, he said, was given for cut- 


ting the appropriation.

[PARACHUTE PLANTS ARE IN 
BLOOM AT SHAW’S GARDEN 


Five Forms Are Shown of This 
| Curious Growth Akin to 
the Cactus. 

There is a floral aeronautic meet in 
the cactus house of the Missouri Botan- 
ical Garden. Five forms of the para- 
chute plant are in bloom. Three are 
planted in pots on the ground and two 
are of the vine habit of growth, while 


the other is stalky. Two forms swing 
from hanging baskets suspended from 
the ceiling: 

The Sandersoni, named in honor of the 
botanist, Sanderson, is the most perfect 
parachute form. The flowers grow up- 
right along the stem of the vine. The 
petals of the flower are united, form- 
ing a funnel, about one and a half inches 
long, with five seams or ribs. The ribs 
extend about one-fourth of an inch, then 
unite, forming a five-pointed canopy, 
which is suspended over the funnel-form 
corolla by the five ribs. The form of the 
flower is exactly like a parachute opened 
for flight. The flower is a delicate 
green, the canopy is mottled with dark 
brown. This species has foliage, but 
rather scant. 

Ceropegia Hybrida—a hybrid of the 
Sanderson variety—is much like the par- 
ent in form, except the canopy part of 
the flower has the appearance of a 
parachute which has been caught in a 
storm and turned inside out. The plant 
is almost without foliage, the leaves 
are very scant and are merely unde- 
veloped leaf buds. 

Another form of this curious plant is 
to be found in bloom. The flowers in 


bud resemble a closed parachute, and 


| when in full bloom the flower has the 
appearance of a parachute which has 
been ripped at each rib. This variety is 
eafless. 

The other two varieties have smal! 
flowers and foliage, and make pretty 
hanging baskets. 

The parachute flowers are natives of 
South Africa, and are succulent. They 
are the desert plants of South Africa, 
as the cactus is of our plains.

“OPIUM CIGARETTE” DEN 
RAIDED; TRADE STOPPED

||Invention of Chinese Chemist to 


Spread Habit Is Made Use- 
less by Law. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 19.—The invention by 
a Chinese chemist of an “optum cig- 
arette,” the enactment of a Federal law 


making its manufacture or sale a fel- 
ony, secret raids on dens where the new 
cigarette was being made, the tndictment 
of seven Chinese and one white man 
summarizes a story revealed here to- 
day. 

The invention of the chemist was dis- 
covered several months ago and the 
law against it was passed. The chem- 
ist escaped and plans which he had 
made to spread the opium habit lapsed 
until recently. 

The den where the indicted Chinese 
and the white man—Emil Lehman— 
worked was located in this city. The 
raid revealed preparations to make the 
cigarette on a wholesale basis. There 
were several tins of pure oplum and an 
assortment of herbs which were to be 
used in giving the cigarette the ap- 
pearance of tobacco. Addresses of 
egents all over the country were found, 
and circulars instructing agents how 
the habit could be spread among the 
unwitting. A great advantage of the 
invention was, it was stated in the cir- 
culars, that it could be smoked in the 
streets. The raid was made several 
days ago in the greatest secrecy and the 
story came out today in connection with 
the return indictments.

One of them 
a dainty maiden, has climbed to an ele- 
vated position and is waving a flag of 
the Vgiled Prophet while her partner, 
on his feet, is offering a glass of wine. 
Significant of the occasion are the deco- 
rations; the heart is everywhere. 

On “The Market Place,” the Veiled 
Prophet, in profusion, assembles things 
to eat. Baskets and boxes piled high 
with vegetables and fruits are preside i 
over by old market women. The wares 
are protected from sun and rain by enor- 
mous umbrellas. It is the busiest of the 
market hours. Gaily dressed ladies are 
inspecting and dickering for bargains. 
Men in doublets and cloaks and flow- 
ered hats are doing some buying, but 
more looking. The red tiled roof of the 
tnarket house rises in the background. 

“Chop Suey” is the title of the last 


fioat in the ‘‘Food”’ division. The fierce 
Gragon looks defiance from either sidé 
cf this float, while the keeper of th- 
outdoor eating place, with celestial sat- 
isfaction, looks down upon a group of 
patrons. In front is a pagoda housing @ 
large vase. The guests in Chinese cos- 
tume are plying the chop sticks with 
vigor. 

Then comes the second division. devot- 
ed to “Music.” The first float in this 
line is “Beethoven’s Symphony.” A 
portrait of the composer ushers in the 
Prophet’s tribute to world-wide fame. 


[ine gucste Down the sides are seated 


‘Upon a globe, the singer stands in front 


of a gorgeous sunburst. She holds high 
the torch of inspiration. Feminine lov- 
ers of classic music are acclaiming their 
enthusiasm. Under a tree sits the art- 
ist silent and entranced. 

The ‘Bohemian. Girl’ has a woodland 
setting showing “the cauldron scene.” In 
front is a wayside shrine, In the back- 
ground between old forest trees, fagots 
smoke and blaze under a bolling pet sus- 
pended by a tripod. An old woman is 
watching the pot and warming her 
hands by the flames. The Bohemian 
Girl, with her tamborine held lightly in 
front of her, her head archly poised, 's 
Hstening to the words of the young man 
who has just approached. Others clad 
in the costume of the period and countrys 
which the composer was representing 
are listening. 

Song’ is the next fioat. Here the Pro- 

phet has created a beautiful tableau to 
symbolize Song. Upon a high cliff in the 
foreground a woman is striking the 
chords of a harp. She looks down upo 
the reclining figure of a man who ¢ 
holding upon an outstretched hand a lit- 
tle bird prompted to sing by the occa- 
sional notes. In the center of the tab- 
leau is a pavilion in the midst of trees 
and flowers. In the background the 
sun, a great golden ball, is rising from 
the ocean. 
The tragic scene of ‘‘Carmen” has been 
chosen from representation. In front is 
the sign of the Plaza de Toros. The 
poster announces ‘Six Bravos and Ar- 
rogantes Toros.’’ Carmen has fallen a 
victim of a jealous lover’s rage. From 
the entrance to the amphitheater, true 
to Spanish architecture, a bullfighter 
and a soldier are running to the rescus. 
On “Melody,” the thirteenth float, the 
goddess of melody is equipped with 
wings. Birds are perched upon the 
boughs of a tree in the foreground. Live 
birds are grouped among the flowers at 
the feet of the goddess. 


“Lohengrin” shows the King and 
Queen seated upon the throne under a 
canopy of royal purple. The bridegroom 
comes in a shell-shaped boat drawn by 
a swan. On the steps leading down to 
the water is the bride, the central fig- 
ure in the tableau. 


For Mendelssohn's "Spring Song’ the 
stage is gayly set. Blooms are every - 
where, One of the joyful maidens ie 
swinging. Two of them are chasing the 
first butterfly of the season. A fourth 
sits under a tree and plays a flute 

The float “Oratorio” shows J. s. Bach, 
the famous composer, seated at the or- 
gan playing the oratorio which Captivat- 
ed Duke Wilhelm Ernst at Weimar. Ir, 
the foreground are the Duke and mem- 
bers of the court who adjudged Bach the 
official master of music for the German 
Protestant Church. 


“Balome,” the first float in the dance 
division, and the seventeenth float in 
the parade, shows the gir! posturing bé- 
fore the King. She dances the weird 
monotonous music which two slaves 
produce on strange string instruments 
An attendant languidly waves a great 
feather fan. From his raised Seat un- 
derneath a canopy at the portal of the 
palace the King attended by hig chief 
counselor, views the performance Op 
either side of the palace entrance are 
great mystical figures. 

As the eecond of his favorite dances 
the Velled Prophet presents “The Min. 
uet.”" The scene is the Garden of Ven 
sailles. The costumes are of the time 
of Louis XIV. Architecturally the 


tableaux shows a section of thegbal!- 
room with hanging baskets of flowers. 
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Favored followers of the Prophet tread | 
the measures. 
From Oriental posturing and stately 


measures the change is to something 
Hvely and hilarious. “Tyrolean Dancers” 
are at their best. The background of the 
“Tyrolean Dancers’ float is an Alpine 
home of primitive construction, the roof 
held down by heavy stones. .On the 
porch two men furnish the music from 
guitar and zither. A third mountaineer 
waves his hat and shouts encourage- 
ment while a fourth swings hig laughing 
partner three feet from the floor. Two 
of the girls look on, keeping time by 
tapping their feet and rather impatient- 
ly waiting their turns on the floor. 


fand the Alps,/the Prophet finds in the 
United States the fourth of his ideal 
Gances. The front of a colonial mansion, 


such as may be seen along the James 
River or on the foothills of the Blue 
Ridge, is the setting of the float “The 
Virginia’ Reel.” And the only music 
which properly goes with this beautiful 
dance is being furnished by an old fid- 
dler. True to custom, a stately dame 
sits in one corner of the portico, per- 
forming the really unnecessary part of 
a chaperon.

The cop- 
per mining companies are putting on as 
many workers as they can possibly 
handle and normal! forces of miners are 
at work in the zinc and silver mines. An 
exodus of the undesirable element !s 
plain. The half-gunman, half-reformer 
has suddenly absented himself. Busi- 
ness renewed its trend and citizens 
have not felt so satisfied in years. 

This sudden transformation of a city 
#0 recently in the throes of lawlessness 
end rioting forms the concluding chap- 
ter of an interesting history, and the 
opening chapter, it is hoped here, of a 
new era of progress and prosperity for 
Butte. 

The clash of arms in Burope cansed 

immediate cessation of exports of 
copper. This was a serious blow to 
Butte, which had been providing 6 per 
cent of the production of the United 
States. Heavy curtailment was at onc 
necessary. Further production would 
have been unwise. With this curtall- 
ment, persons in Butte who had never 
geen a vessel large: than @& rowboat 
suddenly felt the crying need of a mer- 
chant marine. 

War of Labor Against Labor. 

The big smelter at Great Falls was 
closed, throwing 70 men out of work. 
Several mines were forced to close in 
Eutte, adding to the list of unemployed. 
In a short time fully 50 per cent of the 
10,000 miners usually active on or near 
Billion Dollar Hill were idle and dis- 
content fermented. 

Far-reaching as were the effects of 
the European outbreak, it was nothing

The split in 
the Western Federation of Miners had 
come June 13, Miners’ day, when the 
younger miners, dissatisfied with the 
handling of the union affairs and the 
relief money which was supposed to 
have gone to help the strikers in Michi- 
gan, breke from the parade, and riot 
gid disorder ruled generally.

McDonald as Chief Justice. 

Thirty-four, after two hours of delib- 
eration, consented to join the new union. 
The cther three were railroaded. Next 
day like scenes were enacted and more 
mines were closd. The new union was 
practically running the town. So Muckie 
McDonald modestly admitted in a street 
speech. Not a night passed without 
three to six holdups in saloons and on 
the streets. 

Warrants were issued for the arrest of 
Muckie McDonald an-i others, but noth- 
ing transpired, though the warrants 
were in the hands of the Sheriff. Here 
the business men of Butte harked back 
to the vigilante days and formed a pro-- 
tective committee. Guards protected ‘the 
stores at night, good citizens were ex- 
pecting the worst, and 4 petition for 
militia was sent to the Governor. Im- 
mediate protests against occupancy by 
the militia were mace by Mayor Duncan 
and the Mine Workers’ Union, but the 
Governor replied: ‘I have neither the 
time ror the inclination to bandy words 
with Mayor Duncan; the time for that is 
past.”” The troops were entrained at 
Helena on the afternoon of Sept. 1. 

That night Muckie McDonald mounted 
& soap box on the street and defied the 
authorities. “I heard they had a war- 
rant out for my arrest, but they didn’t 
serve it, did they? They are afraid to 
serve it. I told the Sheriff that they 
could servé ali the papers they wanted, 
but the first man that laid a hand oa 
me, I would kill him, and I would have." 


Militia Brings Quick Relief. 
Sept. 2 saw the whole town in a much 


relieved state, business made encourag- 
ing strides and there was not the uncer- 
tainty in the air any longer. The Sher- 
iff had been relieved of his duties, and 
Frank Conley, Warden of the State 
Prison, was made Provost Marshal, and 
no better choice could be made, for he 
fears nothing that carries guns, claws 
or horns. He served the warrants ani 
had «rder sl:ortly. 
His hardest task was to take Muckte 
McDonald, who had left the city at 6 
a. m., bound south, via automobile, and 
accompanied by a few choice protectors. 
Various reports, al! false, have come in 
concerning the whereabouts of McDon- 
ald, but he was caught this week. 
The complete subjugation of the dia- 
turbing elements by martial law was in- 
teresting. The bottom fell out of all in- 
surrection. Unionism had so infected 
everyone that it had become pernicious 
rather than beneficial. The miner gave 
two days’ wages to pay a carpenter for 
one day’s work, and a carpenter paid 
one and one-half day’s wages to hold a 
plumber on the job for cight hours—and 
the miner works much harder than the 
carpenter and the plumber combined. 
The result was a tangled mass of union- 
ized labor, rules and regulations, feeding 
off each other and profiting little, but 
so intricate that no point could be 
touched without bringing cries of an- 
guish end righteous indignation from all] 
the other oodies.

SALMON PACK IN 
ALASKA DISTRICT 
BREAKS RECORDS 


Many Canneries Run Short of 
Cans and Are Unable to Use 
All Fish Caught. 


NEW FACTS ON BREEDING 


Observation Indicates All Sal- 
mon Do Not Die After Depos- 
iting Their Eggs. 


ASTORIA, Ore., Sept. 19.—The salmon 
pack in the Bristol Bay district of 
Alaska this season broke all records, 
according to news brought here by the 
tender Akuton, which has arrived to go 
into winter quarters. There was a 
steady run of fish during the season, 


which lasted later than ever before, and 
every available can was filled. 

At the Nushagak River canneries 
alone, there was a shortage of cans 
equal to 20,000 cases of fisn. There was 
a shortage at other canneries, and when 
all available cans were filled the fishing 
was stopped. The Nushagak River can- 
neries totalled 546,200 cases. 

Scientific investigation is clearing up 
some of the mysteries of the salmon, 
refuting ths idea that all die in spawn- 
ing, and other fallacies. 

Breeding of salmon in fresh water 
only is not an established scientific fact. 
Long continued observation indicates 
that the fish ordinarily seek the fresh 
water for spawning purposes, but it Is 
not positively known that they do not 
in somé instances breed in the ocean, 
nor is it positively known in what part 
of the ocean the salmon live between 
the time they leave their fresh water 
birthplace and their return to the same 
stream. They are found at St. Lawrence 
Island,- Alaska, the year around, estab- 
lishing it as their home center. 

Pasa Into Ocean. 

It has long been stated as a fact that 
no salmon, having left salt water on 
their spawning tovr, ever return to the 
sea, the belief being that they invari- 
ubly die immediately after depositing 
their egzs.! Recent observations indicate 
that this is not the case. On the Elk 
River, in Curry County, in which the 
spawning beds are only about thres 
miles from the ocean, dead salmon are 
never Yeund, on the other hand, the 
figh are very numerous during spawning 
time, but immediately afterward they 
disappear from the river and have heen 
seen passing out into the ccean appar- 
ently none the worse for their sojourn 
in fresh wster. 

Salmon make their way up the streams 
very slowly; those leaving the ocean in 
May or June not spawning, in many 
instances, until late in September. At 
that time, if they have traveled far to- 
ward the headwaters of some tributary, 
jumping falls and forcing their way up 
swift rapids en route, the fish are physi- 
cally much exhausted, and in such cases 
some die as soon as they have depos- 
ited their eggs. This gave rise to the 
assumption that all salmon leaving the 
ocean never return. The deaths are due 
to attacks of parasites and not exhaus- 
tion. 

Steelhead Salmon Differ. 

The so-called steelhead salmon is not 
really a salmon, but a trout, and does 
not live up to all the laws supposed to 
govern salmon. While many steelhead 
trout go to the ocean and feed there for 
a. time, many others remain in fresh 
water, probably all their lives; cer- 
tainly until full grown. Unlike tha 
salmon, this variety appears to desire 
food at all times, and can be caught 
with bait while ascending the spawn- 
ing streams as readily as at any other 


time.

Police are trying to find persons who 
are interesting themselves in behalf of 
Mrs. Liilian (Boston Lil)Kerwin, in jail 
charged with purse-snatching, follow- 
ing statements of several witnesses yes- 
terday that attempts had been made to 

bribe and intimidate them. 

Mrs. Kerwin, who was arrested in the 
American Five and Ten Cent Store, Aug. 
81, after it was alleged she had stolen 
a purse and $37.40 from Mrs. William P. 
Redmond of 3611 Finney avenue, was 
bound over to the grand jury Friday by 
Judge Clark. She was remanded to jail 
on failure to furnish bond.

PRESIDENT AWAITS 
UPPORTUNE TIME 
FOR PEACE EFFORT 


By Associated Presa. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Efforts of 
the United States to bring about peace 
in Hurope practically are at a standstill, 
according to White House and State 
Department officials. 

Acting Secretary Robert Lansing said 
today that the message received from 
Ambassador Gerard giving his conversa- 
tion with the Imperial Chancellor as to 
peace proposals had not been forwarded 
to any American embassies nor had the 
subject been discussed with the foreign 
Ambassadors here. While the mes- 
sage from Gerard recording the Chan- 
cellor’s remarks suggested that the Unit- 
ed States ought to ask peace terms of 
the allies, because, it was alleged, they 
had begun the war, the American Gov- 
ernment does not construe that sug- 
gestion as an obligation or a duty. 

President Biding His Time. 

President Wilson, it is known, is en- 
deavoring scrupulously to aveid thrust- 
ing the good offices of the United States 
upon any of the belligerents at an in- 
opportune time, feeling that the spirit 
of resentment which possibly would re- 
sult might produce unpleasant after- 
effects for American policies and un- 
necessarily entangle the United States 
in the intricacies of European diplo- 
macy.

VERPOWERING fatigue and privations, resulting from five days 
of unrelenting struggle, brought about last night a temporary 
lull in the combat of the powerful armies that are face to face 

along the Rivers Oise, Aisne and Woevre. 

The roar of cannon, machine guns and rifle died down early last 
evening and the presence of two armies, composed probably altogether

PARIS DOUBTS STORIES 
OF GERMAN ATROCITIES 


Two English Officers Tell of Being Well Cared 
for by German Red Cross—Saw on 
Bayonet Meant to Cut Wood.

PARIS, Sept. 19.—-Stories of Ger- 


man atrocities are not gaining that 
credence in Paris they were given in 
Brussels. There are plenty of these 
stories being told, but Parisians are 
sufficiently fair-minded to demand 
proof, and there appears to be no 
proof. 

The only brutal act towards non- 
combatants which has been related 
to me by a person who claimed to 
have seen it done, was the alleged 
stabbing of a French woman by a 
German lancer. An PDnglish trooper 
claimed he saw this in the Forest of 
Compeigne. He told his story con- 
vincingly, but ended by = saying, 
“There were six of them and six of 
us and, though they begged for mer- 
cy, we killed them.” 

Englishmen Well Treated. 

Stories are told by two BDnglish 
officers who were picked up wounded 
on the battlefield near Villlers, by 
the German Red Cross, and attended 
for a week. One had a badly fractured 
arm, but the surgeon in attendance 
made a plaster-cast for it and saved 
the arm. The other was an Irish Peer, 
whose name I am not allowed to use. 
He was generous in praise of the hu- 
manitarianism of the German army 
toward the wounded enemy.

“My own people could not have treat- 
ed me better,’’ he said. “When I was 
picked up I was taken with great care 
to a farm house, along with German 
wounded, and the wound in my leg was 
dressed with the greatest care by the 
surgeon, who knew what he was about. 
I was treated exactly like the rest and 
could not have been better off in a reg- 
ular hospital I was there a whole week 
and then the Germans were driven back 
and the lot of us, Germans as well as 
English, had to be abandoned, 

“There were also some Germans who 
had been torn up pretty badly in the 
retreat and could not be left alone, so 
the German doctor and two orderlies 
stayed with us and were captured.”’ 


Germans Care for Frenchman, 
A French officer, who had also been 


taken care of by the German Red Cross 
and later abandoned in the German re- 
treat from Verdun, told of a case of 
some French fusiliers who were cap- 
tured. They were driven on ahead by 
their German captors, a small infgntry 
detachment, he said, into the line of fire, 
but their captain put a stop to it as 
soon as he saw what was going on and 
ordered the French prisoners sent to 
the rear. 

Much was made here over the discow- 
ery of a German bayonet with saw teeth

Farrell, who had recovered consider- 
ably tonight from his exhaustion from 
being in the water more than 10 hours, 
said that the Leggett carried a full list 
of passengers, between 40 and 50, while 
the crew numbered about %& Among 
the passengers were six women, a girl 
and a boy, including the captain's wife 
the mate’s wife and the wife of Capt. 
Anderson of the schooner Carrie Dove. 

Tells of Experiences. 

In his berth on board the Beaver, 
Farrell told of the thrilling experi- 
ences connected with the sinking of 
the vessel. 

“We left Gray’s Harbor at 8:50 
o'clock Wednesday morning,” he said. 
“We had no trouble in crossing the 
bar, but later in the day the sea be- 
came rough and the waves rolled 
high. In the afternoon conditions 
became worse. The Leggett began 
to pound heavily and the oaptain 
gave orders to jettison the deck load. 
Soon after the seas swept off the 
hatches and the hold began to fll 
with water. 

“T think this was about 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon. Some time before, 
Capt. Jensen, a passenger, but who 
seemed to take charge of the ship, 
had ordered the passengers 


their cabins. Many were stfll there 
when the boat went down. 

“When it was seen that there was 
no hope for the vessel, Capt. Jensen 
ordered the life boats launched. The 
Captain was the hero of the occa- 
sion. He commanded the men to 
wait until the women were in and 
threatened to shoot the first man 
that attempted to disobey his orders. 
In the first boat launched were .20 
persons, two of whom were women. 
There were only six women on board. 


Lifeboats Capsized. 
“As soon as the life boat struck the 
water ti capsized. I think the occu- 
pants were drowned .mmediately. 


“A few minutes later an attempt 
was made to launch the second life 
boat. It was almost certain death 
and only a few boaried it. It con- 
tained four women and their hus- 
bands. The boat met the same fate 
as the other. No boat could live lorg 
in that sea, 

“T was standing on the bridge 
when the ship went down. My feet 
became tangled in a piece of rope 
and I was unable at first to free my- 
self. I don’t know how long I was 
under the water, but when I came 
to the top I was half drowned. I 
grabbed a railroad tie that was float- 
ing nearby and hung on. I looked 
around and saw the wireless operator 
also was hanging to the tie. I saw 
men and women sinking all. around 
me, but could not hear their cries 
owing to the terrific gale which was 
raging. 

Sees Three Women Go Down. 

“Three women clung to a log near- 
by for some time, but they presently 
disappeared from view. The suction 
of the vessel when she went down 
was terrible and we came nearly be- 
ing drawn under the second time. . 


“It was about 1 o'’glock itn the 
morning when the Buck picked me 
up. 

‘The wireless operator had elung 
to the tie with me for several hours, 
but finally benumbed by cold, he 
dropped off and I was left alone. 

“There was no panic among the 
passengers, as Capt. Jensen- handled 
crew and passengers tn a manner 
that prevented anything that would 
be a discredit to either.. No one was 
to blame for the wreck. The boat

Chancellor Says England Fights 
Idea That Treaty Is a 
“Scrap of Paper.” 


PRAISES CZAR’S THREAT 


Nicholas Is Tearing ‘‘Ramshackle 
Empire’ of Austria Apart, 
He Declares.

LONDON, Sept. 19.—David Ldtoyd- 
Gedérge, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
delivered an address in Queen's Hall to- 
day on the subject of responsibility for 
the war. 

Referring to the accusation that Great 
Britain had used the treaty providing 
for Belgian neutrality as a cloak ‘to 
vell her jealousy of a superior civiliza- 
tion,” the Chancellor said: 

“Our answer was the action we took 
in 1870. In that'icase Prince Bismarck 
respected Prussia’s treaty obligations, 
but it was to the interest of Prussia to 
break her treaty today and she has done 
it. To Prussia, a treaty is just a scrap 
of paper. 

Fighting a Doctrine. 

“This doctrine of a scrap of paper goes 
to the root of all public law. We are 
fighting against barbarism, and there is 
only one way of putting it right. 
there are nations who say they will re- 
spect treaties only when it is to their 
interest to do so, we must make it to 
their interest to do so in the future.” 

Referring to the German excuses, 
Lioyd-George remarked: 

“A great nation ought to be ashamed 
of behaving like a fraudulent bankrupt, 
trying to escape his obligations.”’” He 
went on to say that any nation which 
disregarded its national honor was 
doomed, and that Great Britain was 
bound by honorable obligations to de- 
fend the independence, liberty and in- 
tegrity of Belgium. 

Referring to the case of Servia, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer said 
Emperor Nicholas had given Austria 
the only answer that befitted a man, 
when he said, “IT will tear your ram- 
shackle empire limb from linvb.” “And 
he ts doing it,” added the speaker. 

“RNoad Hog of Europe.” 

Prussia,” said Lloyd-George, “is 
the road hog of Hurope. Men, women 
and children, and nations, are ordered 
cut of the way. Even Great Britain 
is ordered out of the way. If the old 
British spirit is still left in British 
health, the bully will be taken from 
lis seat. They thought we could not 
beat them. It will not be easy. It will 
be a long job. It will be terrible. But 
in the end we shall march through 
terror to triumph.” 

Appealing to Welshmen to join the 
colors, the Chancellor continued: 
“This struggle is a great war for 
the emancipation of Europe from the 
thralldom of the military caste which

Lloyd-George said the German people 
have great qualities of head, hand and 
heart, but have been drilled into a false 
ideal of civilization. They could not 
comprehend the action of Great Britain 
in pledging its resources, the lives of its 
people and its very existence to protect 
a little nation. 

Quoting from Emperor William’‘s 
speeches, which he declared were “full 
of swagger and boastfulness,’’ the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer said that when 
such sentiments became the policy of a 
great ompire it was about time it should 
be ruthlessly put away. 


Government Relief Work for 
Americans Nearly Finished 


LONDON, Sept. 19.—The American 
cruiser Tennessee will = start (for 
America about Oct. 1, carrying home 
virtually all the army officers who 
came over to Europe on Government 
relief work. The Tennessee left New 
York Aug. 6, with over $5,000,000 on 
board, to aid stranded Americans in 
Europe. 

Under orders from Henry 8. Breck- 
inridge, American Assistant Secretary 
of War, affairs here are being closed 
up as rapidly as possible, preparatory 
to ending the relief labors of the 
Washington Government. A resident 
American Relief Committee will con- 
tinue, after the withdrawal of Gov- 
ernment assistance, to assist needy 
Americans with committee funds, 
The local committee has been using 
its own funds since the opening of 
the war for the temporary assistance 
penniless Americans, while’ the 
Government money has been used for 
the payment of steamship and rail- 
way fares and other larger amdgnts 
which could be accounted for in large 
vouchers. 

The Government relief work, un- 
der the direction of army officers 
especially detailed, will end also in 
all the Continental capitals. Diplo- 
matic officers will direct the work 
after Oct. 1. Walter Hines Page, the 
American Ambassador, and the resi- 
dent committee will co-operate in 
London, where the embassy staft 
probably will be Increased tempo- 
rarily to look after the extra work.

Austrians Taking Up New Defensive 
Position, Extending 150 Miles. 
LONDON, Sept. 19.—While today’s 
news from the Eastern campaign has 
been meager, the new positions of the 
Russians and the Austro-German allies 
are indicated more clearly than they 
have been for several days. For the 
first time in the war there is a definite 
statement of the alignment of the Aus- 

trian armies. 

According to an Exchange Telegraph 
@ispatch from Vienna, via Rome, the 
Austrians are taking up a new defen- 
sive position, extending 10 miles, from 
Przemysl to Cracow, and do not intend 
to give up the remainder of Galicia with- 
out a struggle. 

The right wing of the Austrian line, 
pccording to this dispatch, will be com- 
manded by Gen. Bovecerigz, with his 
base at the Fortress of Przemysl. Twen- 
ty miles north of Przemysl is the im- 
portant railway center of Jaroslaw, like 
Przemysl, commanding a cross of the 
River San. From Jaroslaw, westward 
for 150 miles the railroad runs almost in 
a straight line to Cracow, forming the 
base of a trinngle of which the two sides 

are the River San and the Vistula. 

In this triangle, according to Russian 
reports of the last 10 days, the broken 
Austrian army, driven westward frorn 
Lemberg and southward from Tomaszow 
and other points In Russian Poland, was 
awaiting the finishing of Russian strat- 


ery. 

The Austrian center, commanded by 
Gen. veo Auffenberg, is reported te be 
based at Tarnow, a railway junction 
helf way between the River Ban and 
Cracow. 

The Austrian left, commanded by Gen.

Nature of Wounds by 
Modern Army Rifles

HE BPuropean war, like all the 
T wars of the last few years, 
| is demonstrating the merciful 
nature of wounds from the modern 
army rifles.- Unless a vital part is 
hit, the victims recover rapidly. 

A striking example of the effect 
of the present small projectile is 
given by the experience of a young 
German soldier, who was in the 
battle before Liege. His first inti- 
mation that he had been hit came 
when he fell. At the hospital it 
was found he had been shot 
through the shoulder, the upper, 
arm, three times through the thigh, 
one of the bullets going through 
both thighs, and once in the lower 
arm. He is recovering rapidly and 
will bé back in the battle line in 
a few weeks. 

Artillery fire, particularly shrap- 
nel, brings the greatest number of 
fatalities. Troops on the eastern 
border have suffered especially 
from shrapnel fire, which the Rus- 
sians appear to use with great pre- 
cision in contrast to their ‘rifle 
fire, which appears rather uncer- 
tain.

NCW SIEGE GUN, A 
GERMAN SURPRISE, 
SHATTERS FORTS 


Day of. Fortresses Past, Say | 2 
Military Critics After Seeing 
Liege Walls. 


C ‘dtrespondence of the Associated Press. 

(BERLIN, Sept. 4.—It is too early to 
base general predictions concerning war 
in the future on the engagements of the 
present great European struggle. One 
trediction, however, does seem fairly 
jJustificd already. It is that the day of 
fortresses has passed. The new 42- 
centimeter (16.8-inch) siege gun of the 
German forces appears to have demon- 
strated its ability to demolish the 
strongest fortifications ever made. 


Pictures of the demolition at Liege 
bear striking testimony to the power 
of this new arm. A single projectile 
demolished utterly walls of reinforced 
cement and steel, ripped open steel 
towers and piled the mass upon the 
fort’s defenders. 


This new siege gun has been the sur- 
orise of the war. It has been repeatedly 
asserted that no nation has any military 
secrets that are not in possegsion of all 
other important nations, but events 
have proved not only that the existence 
cf this terrible weapon was not known 
to foreign nations, but that only a 
lin:ited number of high German army 
officlals themselves had s0 mnch as 
heard of it.

Some unofficial reports have placed 
the allies’ losses at 50,000, and those of 
the Germans at 100,000 in the series of 
engagements comprised in the great 
clash of arms. How near these figures 
are to the truth no one will know until 
the official figures are compiled. How- 
ever, the impression derived from indi- 
vidual accounts of wounded soldiers 
and from prisoners, the only unofficial 
sources of information at present, would 
indicate that these estimates are eon- 
servative.

The losses certainly are the greatest 
on record, and perhaps the proportion 
for the Germans is greater than two 
to one in dead at least. 3

On July 246 M. Sazonoff telegraphed the 
Russian Ambassador in Italy to urge 
an attempt to exercise his influence 
over Austria and to adopt an attitude 
strictly unfavorable to the conflict, for 
this latter cannot be localized. The 
dispatch said; 

“It is desirable that you express a 
conviction that it is impossible for Rus- 
sia not to come to the aid of Servia.’’ 

The same day Russia learned that 
Austrian mobilizaticn haa been ordered 
and that Sazanoff telegraphed the 
Charge in Vienna to urge the Austrian 
Government to authorize its Ambassa- 
dor in St. Petersburg to enter into an 
exchange of views for mutual revision 
and some changes of provisions in the 
ultimatum to Servia. The dispatch says: 

“Please explain the sense of this 
telegram prudently and amicably to 
your Minister of Foreign Affairs.” 

Germany was asked to advise 
Vienna to accept this proposition on 
the same day the French Minister of 
Foreign Affairs asked the German 
Ambassador in Paris if England, Ger- 
muny, Italy and France could not 
make representations to St. Peters- 
burg and Vienna, as the affair had 
at last resolved itself into a conflict 
between Russia and Austria. But the 
German Ambassador replied he could 
not act, as he had no instructions. 

On July 27, M. Sazanoff telegraphed 
Ambassador Benckendorff in London: 
' “The English Ambassador has sug- 
gested, if we think it useful, that 
England will take the initiative of 
convoking in London a conférence of 
representatives of England, France, 
Germany and Italy to seeK & way 
out of the actual situation.” 

Sazanoff Telegram to Benckendorff. 

On July 27 M. Sazanoff telegraphed 
Ambassador Benckendorff in Londen: 
“The English Ambassador has sug- 
gested, if we think it useful, that 
Iimgland will take the initiative of 
convoking in London a conference of 
representatives of England, France. 
Germany and Italy, to seek a way out 
of the actual situation.” 

I answered the Ambassador that I had 
entered into a conversation with the 
Austro-Hungarian Ambassador under 
conditions that I hoped were favorable. 
However, I have not yet received a re- 
ply to the proposal that I make a revi- 
sion of the note by the two Cabinets. lt 
direct explangtions by the Cabinet in 
Vienna cannot be realized, I am willing 
to accept the English proposal or any 
other capable of solving the problem 
favorably. 

The compromising attitude of Germany 
was still more strongly shown by the 
telegram of the Russian Charge at Paris 
on July 27, which said: 

“The German Ambassador has strong- 
ly insisted on the exclusion of all pos- 
sibility of mediation or conference.” 

That same day the Russian Ambas- 
sador to France telegraphed a conver- 
sation with the French Minister of Jus- 
tice in which the Minister expressed 
the opinion that Germany had for its 
evident aim the estrangement of Rus- 
sia and France and in the event of war 
throwing the responsibility upon Rus- 
sia and France, 

On July 27 the Charge at Berlin tele- 
graphed that Foreign Minister von Ja- 
gow said he could not advise Austris 
to yield. On that day the Czar tele- 
graphed the Prince Regent of Servia’ 
“Your Highness can be assured that in 
any ¢ase Russia will never dissever her. 
self from the lot of Servia.’’ 

senckendorff, telegraphing on July 27, 
said: ‘“‘Grey has just told the German 
Ambassador that the Servian response 
to the Austrian note surpasses in mod- 
eration and conciliatory tone all that 
could be expected.” 


Key to Situation in Berlin, 
Grey declared that England was sin- 


cerely disposed to collaborate with 
Germany for peace but, failing that, En- 
gland reserved the full liberty of action 
July 28 Sazonoff telegraphed Bencken- 
dorff: ‘‘My interviews with the German 
Ambassador confirm my impression that 
Germany is much more irreconcilable 
than Austria. The cabinet in Berlin, 
who would have been able to stop com- 
pletely the development of a crisis, do 
not appear to exercise any action on 
their ally. This German attitude is ex- 
tremely alarming. The key of the situa- 
tion unquestionably is to be found in 
Berlin.”’ : 

At the same time Sazanoff, through 
Benckendorff, urged further mediatory 
action upon England, especially looking 
to an immediate suspension of Austrian 
military acts against Servia, and he as- 
sured the German Ambassador in St. 
Petersburg that the Russian mobiliza- 
tion was not directed against Germany 
and did not Involve aggressive measures 
against Austria. 

Sazonoff again suggested a four-pow- 
er conference and said that after the 
Servian concessions, already made; it 
should be easy to find a ground for 
compromise on the remaining questions, 
always provided there was some good 
will on the part of Austria. 

The Russian Charge at Berlin tele- 
graphed on July that Von Jagow said 
it was very difficult for him td influ- 
ence Vienna, especially openly, and that 
the Russian mobilization had made it 
still more difficult to deal with Austria. 

The Ambassador in Paris telegraphed 
on July 29: “Premier Vivian! has just 
on July 29: ‘Premier Vivian! has just 
confirmed the entire resolution of the 
French Government to act in accord 
with us.” 

Viviani Recetves Baron Schoen. 

Viviani received the German Ambas- 
sador. Viviani observed that if Ger 
many desired peace he ourht to hasten 
to adhere to the proposal of English 
mediation. Baron Schoen replied that 
the words “conference” or “arbitration” 
frightened Austria. Viviant replied he 
was ont concerned about words and 
that it would be easy to find another 
form of mediation. He added that 
France sincerely desired peace, but that 


jahe was at the same time resovied to 
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Tact in full harmony with her allies 


and her frien’s and that he (Schoen) 
“would understand this resolution had 
the approbation of the whole country.” 

Sazonoff replied: “Today the Ger- 
man Ambassador communicated to me 
his Government’s resolve to mobilize if 
Russia did not cease her military prepa- 
rations. But we have only commenced. 
Following on her mobilization, to which 
|Austria has already proceeded, and in 
view of her evident absence of desire to 
accept some peaceful solution of her 
conflict with Servia, since we cannot 
accede to the wishes of Germany, it only 
remains for us to hasten our arrangeé- 
ments and to count war as probably in- 
évitable. Please advise French Govern- 
ment accordingly.’’ 

The next day Sazonoff telegraphed to 
the Russian ambassadors of Germany, 
Austria, France, England and Italy: “I 
have given the German ambassador for 
immediate transmission to Berlin the 
following declaration: 

“‘Tf Austria, recognizing that fhe 
Austro-Servian question has assumed the 
character of a European question, de- 
clares herself ready to eliminate from 
her ultimatum points aimed at the sover- 
eign rights of Servia, Russia agrees to 
cease her military preparations.’ ’’ 

Germany’s reply was contained“in the 
following dispatch from the Russian am- 
bassador at Berlin on July 30: ‘I learn 
that the decree of her mobilization of the 
army of the German fleet has just been 
promulgated.” 

Germany immediately denied mobili- 

zation, but at the same time declared 
Germany found Russia’s proposal un- 
acceptable to Austria. Germany thet: 
asked England why she was mobilizing 
and Grey replied England’s measures 
are not aggressive, but every power 
must be prepared, 
On July 31, at the request of Grey. 
Sazanoff modified his declaration to 
Germany as follows: “If Austria con- 
sents to stop the march of her armies 
on Servian territory and if, recognizing 
that Austro-Servian conflict has as- 
sumed a character of a question of Eu- 
ropean interest, she admits that. the 
great powers shall examine the satis- 
faction which Servia should accord to 
the Austro-Hungarian Government, 
without threatening her rights as a sov- 
creign and independent state, Russia en- 
gages to preserve her attitude.” 

At midnight that night Germany in- 
formed Russia that unless Russia began 
demobilization, Germany would mobi- 
lize. The German Ambassador 
that this did not necessarily constitute 
war, “but we are very near to it.’’ 
On Aug. 1, Beckendorff telegraphed 
that England had asked France and 
Germany to guarantee Belgian neutral- 
ity. France replied in the affirmative 
and Germany refused a categoric an- 
swer. The same day France ordered 
mobilization.

REPUBLICANS TO FIGHT 


Emergency Measure Will Be Re- 
ported to House Monday—

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—An emerg- 
ency revenue bill to provide $16,000,000 
taxing beer, wines, gasoline, sleeping 
and parlor car tickets, insurance, tele-

agreed upon late today by the Demo- 
cratic members ef the House Ways and 
Means Committee. It will be itintro- 
Guced by Democratic Leader Under- 
wood next Monday. 

The Republicans of the committee will 
be called in Tuesday to vote on it and 
the House will begin considering it next 

. Thursday. 

Republicans of both House and Sen- 
ate already have gone on record in op- 
position to any war tax measure. Thé 
Democrats hope to rush the bil) through 
the House. The big fight against it is 
expected to develop in the Senate. 

Many items of the bill are adopted 
verbatim from the Spanish War tax 
bill of 1298, including the administrative 
features.

revenue tax on beer by 580 cents a bar- 
rel, making the new tax total $1.8. Do- 

"mestic wines are to be taxed 2 cents

Stamp tax provisions of the bill and 
the tax on tobacco dealers, brokers, 
bankers and amusements are carried 
in schedule A, which will continue in 
effect until Deo.

Shippers’ 
organizations have indicated that 
they will oppose any advanoe.

UURBETT 10 TOUR 
WORLD: DROPS 
Hid RING HONORS 


No Longer Does He Bill Himself 
as “Ex-Heavyweight World’s 
Champion.” | 


By Harry S. Sharpe. 

James J. Corbett who, 22 years ago 
the seventh day of this month, be- 
came champion of the world by his 
defeat of the then reigning monarch 
of the ring, John L Sullivan, has 
Zzrown weary of discussing past and 
present champions of the squared 
circle. Everywhere he goes the same 
old question is shot at him and then 
appears the same old interview he has 
been giving out for years, different 
in wording, of course, but in sub- 
stance the same. 

“The public has been told so often 
what I think in this particular that 
it has ceased to be good reading, I 
imagine,” said the man who is no 
longer billed as ‘“Ex-Heavyweight 
Champion of the World,” but unosten- 
tationsly as “James J. Corbett.” 

Corbett, who at 48 looks as young 
and symmetrical in form as when 10 
or more years younger, 18 now on 
tour of the world. He goes to Austra- 
lia, thence to India and perhaps 
through the war zone of Europe, il 
the fehting is done by next July, 
when he expects to reach there on 
his return. 

When informed that the Post-Dis- 
patch did not want any of the time- 
worn stories that have grown fraz- 
zied and uninteresting, Corbett set- 
tled down to a recital of some of the 
‘inside stuff’ of his own career and, 
in doing so, corrected some impres- 
sions created by stories that had but 
little foundation in fact. 


Corbett Kills Sandow Yarn. 


“Take, for instance,’ said Corbett, 
“the story of some years ago that [ 
had boxed Sandow, the strong man, 


in private and made a dunce of him. 
‘That story was printed in the East 
as having happened on a roof garden 
in New York City. As a matter of 
fect, the incident upon which it was 
based took place right here in Bt. 
Louis. 

“Soon after I had won the cham- 
pionship from Sullivan I came to this 
city to keep an engagement at one 
of the local theaters. Sandow was in 
town the same week and an interview 
with him contained the statement 
that, while he (Sandow) had no no- 
tion of posing as a fighter, still, if 
he was of the mind, he could lay me 
across his knee and spank me to 
death. Can you imagine that? Me with 
a newly acquired title of ‘Champlon 
of the World,’ and in the same town 
with a man who said he could spank 
me across his knee, and some people 
more than half willing to believe he 
could do it! . 

“One evening I was told that San- 
dow was taking supper with a party 
of friends on the upper floor of a 
popular St. Louis cafe. I went there 
and sent word that I would like to 
see him downstairs. Instead, his man- 
ager came down and tried to explain 
away the incident. This didn’t suit 
me at all and I told him to tell San- 
dow that if he would come down- 
Stairs and deny that he had said what 
was attributed to him, there would 
be no fight: but if he didn’t I was 
going to wait outside and take a 
wallop at him. 


Handshake, Not a Fight. 


“Upon my promise not to hit him, 
Sandow came down and, after many 
denials and apologies on his part, we 
shook hands, and that was the end 


of it. Someone who had been a wit- 
ness to what had taken place musi 
have told the story and added some- 
thing to it, and that is how the tale 
originated that I had given Sandow 
& beating with the gloves.

Over-anxiety cost me that fight 
and the title. Fighting spirit super- 
ceded the calm and deliberate judg- 
ment of science and in the fourteenth 
round I threw caution aside and tore 
in to finish him. Then I received the 
one fatal punch, and the title changed 
hands.”

NST. LOUIS TODAY 


His Fiat Cyclone, _ Lincoln 
Beachy’s Flying Machine and 
Ten Fast Races on Program. 


Eleven years ago, when “a mile a 
minute” was deemed almost as impos- 


it is rumored that there will be severul] .inie as fiying with a heavier than 


air machine, a California youth hurtiled 
through space around a mile dirt track 
at the dizzy space of 68 seconds a mile 
in an automobile 

Bleven years ago the pubile predicted 
that this same youth eventually would 
shake dice with death ence too often in 
his time-annihilating flight and pay the 
penalty for his lust for speed. 

Eleven years ago Barney Oldfield cut 
down the mile-a-minute speed limit one 
second in the Winton Bullet, a motor 
car, which has since been famous wher- 
ever motor racing has been known. De- 
spite the prediction that Oldfield soon 
would meet his death by constantly 
tempting Fate, Barney still lives and 
has succeeded in clipping 183 more sec- 
onds from his original Winton Bullet 
record, 

Today, at Maxwelton track, this same 
Barney Oldfield will make an effort to 
lower the present mile track record of 
44 1-5 seconds, made at Maxwelton re- 
cently by Disbrow. Oldfield declares 
that Maxwelton track is the fastest 
dirt mile course in the world, and that 
if a motorcycle can turn the track in 
45 seconds he can send one of his mon.- 
ster. motors around the circuit in # 
seconds, 

Oldfield has brought his Flat Cyclone 
car ,specially built for mile track speed 
work, to St. Louis and will, {f possible, 
ertablish new records for the one, two 
and five-mile distances. 

In order to make these record trials 
official, the St. Louts Auto Racing «s- 
sociation has obtained the Warner 
Horograph from the Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway. This is an electrical auto- 
matic timing device which records time 
down to one, one-hundredth part of a 
second and ia the only official timing 
apparatus recognized and approved by 
the contest board of the american Auto- 
mobile Association. 

*T have been informed,” said Barney 
yesterday on his arrival, “that the 
Maxwelton mile track is faster than 
any other cireuit of the kind in the 
world. If the track is in proper 
condition tomorrow, I will set a 
wegrld’s mark for one, two and five 
miles that any other driver in the 
world never ll touch until faster 
cars than those of the present age 
have been bullt.”

HUDSON PRODUCES

During the week ending September 5, 
the Hudson Motor Car Co. built and 
shipped exactly 600 cars.

“Should these times alter our adver- 
tising policies?” “Yes,” says R. D. Cha- 
pin, president of the Hudson Motor Car 
Co. 

“We think so. We have, in the face 
of the largest business we have ever 
done and with a greater quantity of or- 
ders on hand than we ever had _ in- 
creased our advertising appropriation for 
Saptember from $22,000 to $54,000. Our 
October appropriation has been increased 
to $60,000. We have notified all our deal- 
ers that we will share with them one- 
half of whatever amount of newspaper 
advertising they care to do. 

‘‘America is the only manufacturing 
nation in the world not at war. The 
United States is the only nation at peace 
in the world with a supply of food on 
hand in excess of her own requirements. 
Our crops are more bountiful than ever 
before. Our factories have never partici- 
pated largely in world-wide commerce. 
We have helped to feed and clothe the 
world, but we have never been large fac- 
tors in supplying the world with man- 
ufactured goods. What we have taken 
from the nations now at war has been 
our luxuries, not our necessities. 

“Our wheat has been shipped to 
Europe to be ground by BHuropean mills 
into flour which in turn has been shipped 
to other countries for consumption. 
American cotton has been shipped to 


England and Germany, there to be spun 


into textiles that were returned to Amer- 


ica and shipped to other countries. The 
copper from our mines has been shipped 
to Europe, there to be made into wire 
and into electrical machinery, which Is 
then shipped to the Orient, South Amer- 
ica and other places where we have se- 
cured no place in the world trade. 

“Aside from a few specialtie® such as 
typewriters, adding machines, cash reg- 
isters, etc., we are producers and deal- 
ers, so far as the world is concerned, in 
raw products. 

“Custom in the use of any article 
makes it 4ifficu to establish new 
goods. For that reason America has not 
been able to get even a fair snare of 
South Amertca’s trade. Now that com- 
petition is unable to deliver the goods 
needed in these foreign markets, those 
who formerly would not consider our 
wares are begging us to supply them 

‘“‘No matter how soon war may be ter- 
minated, damages have been done to the 
scheme of manufacture and distribu- 
tion that cannot be repaired until after 
America will have had an opportunity to 
change the buying habits of nations that 
have given us slight consideration in the 
past. 

“If advertising means planting the 
seed for new and greater business, then 
now is the time to do it, when the tim- 
id, through being less aggressive, make 
your advertising more productive, and 
when the keenness of the public for 
news increases the value of the adver- 
tising pages.”

FIGHT CYLINDERS 


Official Announcement Con- 
firms Rumors as to Novel Line 
to Be Shown at St. Louis Show. 


~ —— 
An official announcement to the Cad- 
iNac Automobile Co. of St. Louis from 
the Cadillac factory at Detroit, sets 
at rest all rumors as to the 1915 pro- 
@uction of that company. The next 
Cadillac car is to have eight cylinders, 
set V shape, and it will have other un- 
usual features.| This is the first eight- 
cylinder automobile ever produced in 
this country, except experimentally, and 
_ the Cadillac company has tested it and 
claims it is as near perfection as an 
automobile can be on Sept. 20, 1914. Here 
is a quoted statement from the com- 
pany: 


“Building and experimenting in turn, 
with every type from the single cylin- 
der to the six, and from the poppet to 
the rotary and to the sliding valve, we 
have been carried forward to the high- 
est form of frequent impulse motor— 
the V-type eight-cylinder. 

“The principal advantage of the eight- 
eylinder engine is, of course, its con- 

' tinuous torque, and continuous uniform 
| generation of power. There is no pause 
' or lapse between power impulses, of 
which there are eight in each complete 
| eycle of the engine, four to every revo- 
| tation of the crankshaft, or one every 
 quarte turn. The firing alternates from 
side to side. The continuous torque pro- 
- duces an almost utter absence of vibra- 
tion, at both high and low speeds.”’ 

“The cylinder dimensions of the new 
Cadillac engine are comparatively small 
—$% inches bore and 5% inches stroke— 
yet in repeated tests by dynamometer 
an excess of 6 horsepower has been 
registered. 

“The cylinders are ‘cast in two 
blocks of four cylinders each, with 
water jackets, combustion chambers 
and intake manifold integral. The 
eylinder blocks are mounted on the 
crank case at an angle of 90 degrees 
to each other, from whence the des- 
ignation, ‘“‘V-type.”’ 

“The cylinders are of the L head 
type, with all valves on the same side 
of the cylinder blocks. 

“There is but one crankshaft, the 
conecting rods of the cylinders op- 

‘(, posite each other being jointly at- 
tached. One camshaft with eight 
cams is employed, positioned direct- 
ly> above the crankshaft, driven by 

a silent chain from the crankshaft 
-and operating the valves through a 
series of rocker arms provided with 
hardened steel rollers. The exhaust 
valves are flat head type, made of 
Tungsten steel, and the inlet valves 
‘are tulip shape to faclilitate the in- 

take of gas. 

“The crankshaft is 1% inches in dl- 

_ameter, of special chrome nickel alloy 
steel, supported by reinforced bronze, 
babbit lined bearings of liberal pro- 
portions. Its length is but 26 1-6 
inches between the outer ends of the 
forward and rear bearings, thus over- 
coming the periodic vibration or. 
thrashing almost sure to result where 
a long crankshaft is used. 

“A multiple disc clutch is employed 
and the motor and transmission are 
mounted as a unit, the two rear 
points being bolted to the frame and 
the forward joint taken care of by 
a ball and socket joint. 

“Details of the car include left drive 
and center location of: the gear 
change and hand brake levers, wide 
doors, lighting and ignition switches 
located conveniently on the cowl 
board and a pedal button in the floor 

» for bringing the electric device into 
action. 

“The advent of the new car na‘- 
urally. has created extraordinary ex- 
citement all over the country and 
the feeling in the trade echoes in a 
large measure the expression of W.

MOTOR CAR TWELFTH AS 
CAUSE OF FATALITIES 


“Neither this country nor any oth- 
er nation in history has ever lost in 
any period of war one-half as many 
killed and wounded per annum as our 
present loss of life from accidents in 
time of peace,” says the Coroner of 
Chicago, Peter M. Hoffman. Refer- 
ring to automobile accidents, which 
he credits with having aroused the 
public safety movement, he observes: 

“The number of automobile fatali- 
ties is but little more than the deaths 
which for years have been caused br 
horse vehicles, less than half the 
number killed by street cars, one- 
fourth the steam railway fatalities, 
one-sixth the number of suicides and 
one-fifty-fourth of the premature 
deaths from all causes in Cook Coun- 
ty in 1912. 

“Automobile accidents occupy 
tenth place in both 1912 and 1913, 
and this, in connection with the fact 
that there are but 12.6 accidents to 
every 56,000,000 miles of travel as 
against 26.55 accidents to every 5,- 
000,000 miles that horse vehicles 
travel, should aid the public in draw- 
ing their conclusions as a more ac- 
curate basis than has been the cus- 
tom in the past.”

Among the exhibits will be one which 
is most interesting owing, say the 
builders, to it being the only auto- 
mobile which is completely manufac- 
tured in the City of St. Louis. 

This exhibit will be that of the 
Dorris Motor Car Co., which has one 
of the largest and most up-to-date 
automobile manufacturing plants 
west of the Mississippi River and the 
only one in which both pleasure and 
commercial cars are manufactured. 

The Dorris Co. has exhibited at 
every automobile show since the first 
one held at the Jai Alai Building in 
1908, and each year has shown a 
marked improvement tin product.

Dr. S. A. Weintraub of 5788 West- 
minster place, who returned home 
Friday night after spending a year 
in Germany, yesterday told of his 
having been in charge, from Aug. 1 
to Aug. 24, of a war hospital in 
Koenigsberg, the first objective of 
the Russian invasion of East Prus- 
sia. He related stories of heroism 
and suffering which came under his 
eye in the eastern theater of the Eu- 
ropean war. He left Koenigsberg 
when advised by the American Con- 


tsul that it was no longer safe to re- 


main. 

When war was declared Dr. Wein- 
traub was in the clinic of the Royal 
University at Koenigsberg, doing 
graduate research work. As soon as 
the mobilization order was received 
all native physicians joined the col- 
ors, leaving Dr. Weintraub for two 
days the only doctor in the clinic, 
which was at once declared a war 
hospital by the Government. Dr. 
Weintraub was placed in charge and 
physicians of the city who were past 
the age of military service volun- 


| teered to fill out the staff. 


Within a week wounded began to 
arrive. Among the first were two 
men and a boy, who said they anda 
their families had fled from the Rus- 
sians, who burned their homes near 
Gumbinnen and fired on them as thev 
ran. The wives of the two men and 
the daughter of one were shot down, 
they said. The boy’s right arm was 
shattered. One man was shot in the 
thigh and the other in the ankle. 
Thus wounded, they fled 20 miles un- 
til they’ reached the German lines. 


Russian. Surrenders, Shoots Captor.

Dispatches from Birmingham state 
that the De Soto company has been 
in the hands of a receiver since last 
December and that it soon will be 
sold by the receiver. It is capital- 
ized for $200,000, of which Stevens 
owns $180,000 and Dean Dosenbach 
$20,000. The property consists of 3120 
acres of land at Indio, 26 miles north 
of Birmingham and includes a well- 
equipped mine, 

Involved in the bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings‘ is litigation over the valid- 
ity of $69,000 of bonds. Efforts are 
being made to have the bond issue 
annulled. In addition to the bonds 
the company has indebtedness of $39,- 
000. The property has been appraised 
at $175,000 and the referee in bank- 
ruptcy has said that he would not 
consider any off>r to buy at less than 
$125,000. 

Stevens Out on Bond. 

Stevens was permitted by county 
officials to accept service of the war- 
rant for his arrest in the office of the 
Trust Company of St. Louis County 
He furnished a $5000 bond in the 
trust company’s office and was re- 
leased. 

The bond was signed by Sam Arky, 
a St. Louis professional bondsman, 
and Mrs. Sarah A. Massey of 5948 
Maple avenue, Stevens’ mother-in- 
law. While Mrs. Massey was in Clay- 
ton signing the bond her home was 
entered by burglars who took jewelry 
valued at $50 and two pairs of men’s 
shoes. The burglars left their shoes 
in the house.

Dr. Weintraub said he was much sur- 
prised at the consideration shown the 
wounded Russians by the German 
nurses and doctors. He said they 
were treated as tenderly and carefully 
by the nurses and with the same at- 
tention by the physicians as were the 
wounded German soldiers. They often 
were placed in beds by the side of 
wounded Germans, but he said they 
never spoke to one another, or betrayed 
any sign of recognition. The wounded 
Russians, he said, at all times main- 
tained a stolid silence. 

No Evidences of “Dumdum” Bullets. 

German marksmanship, Dr. Weintraub 
said, is better than that of the Russians, 
as shown by the character of wounds 
receivea by the soldiers. The Russians, 
he said, were nearly all wounded in the 
body, while most of the Germans were 
wounded in the legs and feet. A larger 
percentage of the Russians, he said, died 
from their wounds because of their more 
dangerous nature. Dr. Weintraub said 
he found no evidences of the use of 
‘“‘dumdum” bullets. Many soldiers came 
in, he said, with sabre and bayonet 
wounds received in hand-te-hand con- 
flicts.,

WIFE AND ESCORT 
AT OTH AND PINE 


Moser Hotel Guests and Pedes- 
trians Endangered by Six 
Bullets. 


EIGHT POLICEMEN NEARBY 


With Drawn Revolvers They 
Rush at Assailant, Who 
Surrenders. 


Mrs. Laura B. Miles, 8% years old, of 
1813 Preirie avenue, and her escort. 
Albert Mathes, a former boarder at 


her home, were shot by her husband, 
Charles C. Miles, at 11:30 o’clock last 
night opposite the Moser Hotel on Pine 
street, between Eighth and Ninth 
streets. One bullet struck the woman, 
inflicting a flesh wound on the ieft 
aide of her breast. Mathes was struck 
twice im the breast and a third time in 
the groin as he attempted to run across 
the street. Mathes is 50 years old and 
Miles is 2% 

Numbers of persona, going home from 
theaters, were on the street, and a score 
of men, aitting in front of the hotel, 
were in line with the fire as Miles sho. 
at the fleeing Mathes. The latter feil 
imto the arms of one of them, Albert 
@ranklin, a salesman. 

At the time of the shooting a plateor 
of eight policemen was forming 4at 
Bighth and Pine streeta, a half block 
east. They rushed to the spot with 
drawn revolvera, and found Miles, who 
had put his pistol in his pocket, stand- 
ing beside his wife, who had staggere:i 
to a building at &4 Pine street and was 
leaning against it Miles threw up his 
hands as the policemen closed in upon 
him, and shouted: “I’m not going to 
run.” 

When an ambulance drew up in front 
of the hotel to pick up Mathes, Mru. 
Miles, without aid, walked across the 
street te the vehicle and asked fer a 
glass eof water. Then she took her 
place beside Mathes and was taken 
with him to the eity hospital, where 
eurgeons said Mathes’ condition was 
serious. 

Without any sign of nervousness, 
Miles, when put in jail, told hew he 
locked his 6-year-old daughter, Dor- 
othy, in the house, sent his lé-year-old 
son, Ralph, to a picture show, and then 
followed his wife and her next-door 
neighbor, Mrs. Sadie Rosenbrook, when 
they started downtown at 7:30 o’clock. 


Followed Them te Theater, 
Mre. Miles went inte a furniture store 


at Twelfth and Olive streets, he said, 


and was joined at that corner soon aft- 
erwards by Mathes. The twe women 
and Mathes went te a Sixth street 
theater, with Miles shadowing them. 
When the show was over, they walked 
nerth on Sixth street and turned west 
on the south side of Pine street, witn 
Miles a few paces in the rear. 

He overtook them across the street 
from the hotel, he said, and Mathes, 
on seeing him, threw his hand to his hip 
pocket. Miles then began shooting, 
emptying his revolver of its six shells. 
Two of them went wild. 

Miles sald he had learned that for a 
year his wife hed bee meeting 
Mathes, and that he followed her to 
verify his own information.

Hog "Market Not So Steady. 


There was but little change to the hog 
trade during the past week, with the

much more pronounced. In that con- 
nection the action of certain London 
banks in lending money here this week 
was suggestive. The advances made 
were not heavy, but the fact that the 
lenders were willing to resume lendin 
operations in this market again showe 
that the situation abroad was improv- 
ing, and that normal conditions were 
gradually being restored. 

What was of much significance, also, 
in evidencing improvement in the money 
market here was the action of various 
borrowers in paying off collateral loans 
this week that had been standing since 
the closing of the Stock Exchange. 
These transactions were of some mag- 
nitude, and inasmuch as many of the 
borrowers were a fortnight ago unable 
to take up the loans when asked to do 
wo by the banks, the cancellation of the 
indebtedness at this time reflected a 
decided improvement in 
Many of the loans thus paid off could 
have remained until the opening of the 
Stock Exchange, had the borrowers not 
taken the action they did. What was 
more, the action was voluntary in most 
cases as the banks have not pressed 
the borrowers at all. 

It was evident also, that the mer- 
cantile borrowers were finding it 
less difficult to put out commercial 
paper at the 6 and 7 per cent rates 
which prevailed. Some of the large 
out-of-town banks bought a good 
deal of paper in this market. The 
Wall street banks were not a large 
factor in this movement, although 
purchases by banks here showed 
gome increase over those of a week 
or two ago. It is of the highest im- 

rtance that the merchant should 

e accommodated and that everything 
should be done to increase the supply 
of funds available for employment in 
high-grade paper based upon the 
“actual commercial transactions” de- 
acribed in the Federal Reserve act.

Mule trade was about steady al! the. 
Buyers came and took. 
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Developments in the grain markets 
in the past week were as exciting in 
their way as those in the European 
war which were the chief factors in 
bringing them about. The battles, vic- 
tories, advances and retreats on the 
great field of slaughter have caused ad- 
vances, declines, activity and apathy 
in the grain markets in turn and have 
demonstrated that efficient, strategic 
and courageous leaders are as neces- 
sary to the grain speculators in their 
“bull” and ‘‘bear’ campaigns as they 
are on the field of battle. Present con- 
ditions are unprecedented, and the ex- 
perience and statistics of previous years 
of big crops and active demand or the 
reverse are of no avail. The market 
is drifting like a ship without a rudder, 
awaiting the ‘“‘man of the hour’ to 
show the grain trade the way to ad- 
just itself to the new conditions until 
the war is over. 

‘Awaiting a Leader. 

When such a leader appears the 
American grain trade, more than that 
of any other country, in this new world 
of opportunity, will be in a position to 
reap the blessings of profits and busi- 
ness expansion. 

Prices rose and fell with the reverses 
or successes of the allies army, but 
while the price tendency is difficult to 
determine, the market became strong 
toward the close of the week, and the 
record-breaking loss was inore than re- 
covered. 

Traders hesitate to sell short on ac- 
count of the wide fluctuations in either 
direction, but sentiment !s gradually 
crystallizing on the bear side. 

One of the most striking proofs of 
the development of the belief in the 
ultimate success of the allies is fur- 
nished by the fact that England was 
able to float her enormous loan at an 
average rate of only a little over three 
per cent, and France was also able to 
secure a large amount of gold without 
difficulty, only about one-fifth of the 
proposed issue of German notes has 
been taken, although these notes bear 
5 per cent interest. 

It is generally believed that the suc- 
cess of the allizs will mean a short 
war, while German success will mean a 
long drawn out and bitter war, so when 
German victories are reported, wheat 
prices advance, and when the allies are 
victorious prices decline. 

Cash Markets Dull. 

The cash wheat market is extremely 
dull, as the advance has driven millers 
out of the market. 

At thé’ close on Saturday No. 2 red 
wheat showed a net gain for the week 
of %c to 1%c, but No 2 hard was quot- 
ed at the same price < sold a week ago. 

December options were only %%c higher 
than they were last Saturday, and May 
wheat scored a net advance for the 
week of only ec. 

September wheat is nominally ‘%c 
lower than was asked a week ago. 

The general movement on feot in all 
nations to encourage the planting of a 
larger area of winter wheat, and the 
prohibition of high prices in most coun- 
tries is beginning to have a bearish 
effect. 

Fluctuations Are Wide. 

After suffering the heaviest single 
day’s drop on record at tha opening of 
the week, wheat prices became ex- 
tremely nervous and fluctuations be- 
came so wild and excited that traders 
‘were afraid to take hold and the grain 
‘business was completely demoralized. 
As was the case last week, prices 
'fluctuated with the successes and re- 
verses of the allies, and manipulation 
‘on a large scale was plainly evident. 
| Many traders who had large paper 
profits last week were unable to get out 
in time, and not only saw their profits 
vanish, but suffered heavy losses be- 
fore they could unload. No sooner had 
the pyramiders and the weak longs sold 
out than the manipulators took advan- 
tage of the opportunity to boost prices 
again, and the market was worked in 
the opposite direction. 

Cash wheat prices were as unstable 
and erratic as futures, and all records 
were broken in the cash market for both 
width and frequency of the price fluc- 
tuations. 

Millers were unable to keep pace with 
the changing prices, and the flour bust- 
ness was as badly demoralized as the 
grain trade. 

European Shortage ts Light. 

According to the report of the Inter- 
national Institute of Agriculture, the 
shortage in the wheat crop of Europe 
is much smaller than has been claimed 
up to this time and will be more than 
offset by the forced economy in con- 
sumption. 

The export trade is demoralized by 
the frequent fluctuations, and the vol- 
ume of the foreign business is disap- 
pointing.

At first sight there is nothing extraor- 
dinary in this revision which lowers the 
tenderable value of the grades above 
middling, and it might be laid to antici- 
Pation of a high-grade crop. A closer 
examination, however, will reveal] a sit- 
uation bearing the possibilities of a 
heavy penalty on the cotton producer. It 
ig true that no one need trade in the 
New York market under compulsion: It 
ig equally true that our markets, without 
exception, are so closely bound together 
in- mutual interest: and influence that 
the action of the leading market in this 
country is felt all down the line. 

Price differences, as fixed in New York, 
will be used by buyers all over the 
country in determining what they shall 
pay the farmer for his cotton. The 
passage of the bill commonly known as 
the Smith-Lever bill, provided under 
penalty that all exchanges should use 
as a standard the Government type of 
Classification. This type is higher stand- 
ard than the cotton trade was accus- 
tomed to use in transferring cotton, 
whether in the regular trade or on fu- 
ture contracts; and the differences be- 
tween the grades are much smaller than 
those fixed by classers generally. On 
the resumption of trading in New York 
they will use these types in settlement 
of contracts. 


Revision Does Not Aid Farmer. 


In their revision of price differences 
the higher grades suffer a sharp re- 
duction in the premium of the basis 
grade. For instance, strict good mid- 
dling is reduced from ®% to 42 points; 
good middling is reduced from 6 to 28 
points; strict middling from 82 to 14 
points over middling; 
grades in proportion. 
are unchanged. 

What is the result? In the average 
trader’s mind, classing by the Govern- 
ment standard, low middling would be 
about as much below middling in value 
as good middling is above it. Under 
the new differences fixed by the New 
York Cotton Exchange, good middling 
brings a premium of only 28 points over 
middling and low middling is tenderable 
at 123 points under middling; middling 
fair brings a premium of only 5 points, 
while good ordinary is valued at 300 
points under middling. Values on all 
grades above middling are lower. Val- 
ues on all grades below middling are 
unchanged, although the standard of 
class is raised. The beneficial effect 
of the Smith-Lever bill is nullified as 
far as the farmer is concerned. 

The cotton market shows the bene. 
ficial effect of the ‘‘Buy-a-bale’’ move- 
ment. From all over the cotton belt 
comes news of an advance in prices, 
from % to 1 cent per pound, and this is 
largely attributable to the wave of sen- 
timent occasioned by the move to buy 
and hold. 

American mills are showing a greater 
interest and are sending forward bids. 
Not a great deal of business has been 
put through, but that is largely because 
of irregularity in price, which varies 
considerably in different sections of the 
cotton belt. A small percentage of the 
cotton is being offered for sale and a 
good demand is reported for that. Ad- 
vices from Central Alabama are to the 
effect that only about one bale in 20 
is being offered for sale. 

Weather Favors Picking. 

The weather is favorable all over the 
cotton belt. The Government’s weekly 
weather bulletin says: 

‘In the cotton region warm and dry 
weather over the greater part of the 
belt favored the opening and picking of 
cotton, which was reported as progress- 
ing favorably in nearly all portions. In 
Texas, especially, the crop continues to 
improve under the favorable weather, 
with prospects of a good crop in addi- 
tion.’’ 

The Census Bureau's report of con- 
sumption and distribution showed a 
sharp reduction in consumption during 
August—384,205, compared with 432,350 
for the same month in 1913.

The most reassuring point is the 
Bank of England's position; its gold, 
despite the segregation of £3,500, 
for redemption of treasury notes, 
being almost at the maximum of its 
history, while the week’s reduction in 
outstanding loans, despite the redis- 
countin of “pre-moratorium” bills, 
shows that maturing obligations are 
being gradually pail@ off. Moreover, 
as regards the £27,000,000 small notes 
issued by the Treasury, the joint 
stock banks have now taken up near- 
lv all their allotments in cash. Notes 
still outstanding merely represent the 
treasury’s own obligations. 

Meantime our national finances are 
in good shape. The revenue is comin 
in moderately well, while the tot 
issue of £45,000,000 treasury bills for 
war expenses has been placed at an 
average well below 8% per cent. Our 
trade activity is, of course, still 
checked, but merely to the extent of 
a natural war restriction, credit facil- 
ities being ample. 

Our market will probably subscribe 
In fair amounts for the Mew York City 
loan, despite the risk of loss in ex- 
change. The subscriptions come partly 
from people here who are unable other- 
wise to get at their balances on your 
side, and who are therefore disposed 
to place a portion in the city bonds. 

The arrangement of the position, left 
open on the Stock Exchange July 30, is 
proceeding towards a satisfactory con- 
clusion. The result will be an in- 
creased freedom of movement for se- 
curities, but it will not cause the re- 
opening of the Stock Exchange. 

France !s placing 2,000,000 pounds ster- 
ling of its treasury bills here, with the 
purpose of paying for goods bought in 
England. German finance is surrounded 
with a fog and only surmise about Ber- 
lin conditions ts available. The Reichs- 
bank’s statements, though they show 
gain in cash, reflect no such recovery 
as that of our own bank. 

Your unfavorable foreign trade state- 
ment for Aug'ist excites much comment. 
General belief is, that your main chance 
for restoring a normal export balance 
lies In further and much more substan- 
tial reduction of imports. 

Until the moratorium in the various 
countries is removed it is impossible to 
survey clearly the debris of European 
finance. That the war’s financial ef- 
fects in Furope are only beginning and 
that they are likely to continue for 
years, everyone now agrees. But the 
exact nature of the consequent reaction 
is impossible yet to determine.

Dr. Simon Flexner Finds Fly, 
Coughing and Dust Among 
Carriers of Dread Disease. 


SARATOGA, Sept. 19.—Hope of a cure 
for infantile paralysis, a disease that 
has baffled the medical profession for 
years and has at times afflicted crowded 
districts in nearly all the big cities of 
the world, was held out in an address 
by Dr. Simon Flexner, director of the 
Rockefeller Institute for Medical Re 
search, before 700 health officers and 
physicians assembled here Thursday for 
conference by the State Department of 
Health. . 

Dr. Flexner explained that through 
animal] experimentation the micro-or- 
@anism of the disease, heretofore invis- 
ible even with the aid of the most pow- 
erful microscopes and extremely dif- 
ficult to grow <utside the human body, 
had finally been grown in test tubes 
and was found visible when viewed 
through the microscope, in masses. He 
made no definite promise, but he left 
the distinct impression that recent ex- 
periments with this minute germ will 
s00@ produce results of a most important 
character. 

Overcame Big Obstacles. 

Research work concerning the disease 
has been in progress in the Rockefeller 
Institute about six years. Results at 
first were similar to those in other lab- 
oratories, where e virulent agents 
eluded primary mi@foscopic detection. 
But the ample means at the command of 
Dr. Flexner enabled him to pursue the 
work beyond the stage at which it had 


. glocked others, and eventual success rv- 


warded him. His hearers showed the 
liveliest interest in his hopeful mes- 
sage and warmly applauded it. 

Infant paralysis is spread in many 
ways. The common house fly is an 
active carrier of it. Bed bugs and hens 
distribute it. Human and other car- 
riers have been found, which do not 
themselves suffer from the disease, but 
which appear to exhale the tiny organ- 
isms and thus infect susceptible per- 
sons with whom they come in contact. 
The germs are readily communicated 
by coughing or by the dust of sweeping. 

Hntrance into the body quickly pro- 
duces a virus, which ascends to the 
brain through the nerves of smell, mul- 
tiplies in and about the olfactory lobes, 
passes into the cerebro-spinal fluid and 
thus is distributed through the nervous 
system. 

A Maker of Cripples. 

The disease is not attended with very 
high mortality, but it has appalling 
power to produce deformities. Its symp- 
toms are pains in the head, neck, back 
and legs, with drowsiness broken by 
attacks of extreme irritability. When 
G@eath occurs it is caused by paralysis 
of the respiratory function, sometimes 
suddenly, but more often painfully slow, 
without fn any degree obscuring the con- 
sciousness of the victim until just be- 
fore the end. 

The medical profession in this coun- 
try began to give the disease serious 
attention about twenty years ago. Only 
200 cases were distinctly recognized be- 
tween 1881 and 1904, but from 190 to 1909 
the number grew to more than 5000, and 
in 1911 e than 9000 cases appeared in 
the United States. Similar progress 
was made by the disease in European 
countries.

E INTO DEATH 
0 FIND ENEMY 


They Must Aitvuice Until They 
Are Fired on From All Sides, 
to Guide Their Men. 


SOME TIMES ONE ESCAPES 


Nevertheless, They Proceed Un- 
disturbed, in Keeping With 
German Discipline. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

ROTTERDAM, Sept. ..—Of the Ger- 
man uhlans, of whom much has been 
heard in the European war, Luigi Bar- 
zini, a widely known Italian war corre- 
spondent, says in the Corriere Della 
Sera of Milan, a copy of which has ar- 
rived here: 

“As we neared a small station and the 
train lessened its speed we saw a small 
troop of cavalry guarding the railroad 
crossing—a patrol of uhlans. Their de- 
meanor was calm. Though they were 
in the enemy’s country, their care free 
attitude gave the impression that thev 
Were merely in a maneuver camp. 

“The swarms of cavalry which the 
Germans send out ahead of their ad- 
vance are to be found every where—on 
any highway, on any path. It is their 
business to see as much as possible. 
They show themselves everywhere and 
they ride until they are fired upon, 
keeping this up until they have found 
the enemy. Theirs is the task of riding 
into death. 

Onee tn a While One Eacapes. 

‘The entire front of the enemy is es- 
tablished by them and many of them 
are killed—that is a certainty. Now an‘ 
then, however, one of them manages to 
escape to bring the information himself 
(which otherwise is obtained by officers 
in their rear making observations). 

“The fire with which the uhlans are 
received permits of a fair estimate of 
the strength of the enemy, for they 
know that usually all the soldiers shoot 
@s soon as the cavalry of the enemy 
shows itself. 

“At every bush, every heap of earth, 
the uhlan must say to himself: ‘Here 
1 will meet an enemy in hiding.’ He 
knows that he cannot defend himself 
against a fire that may open on him 
from all sides. Everywhere there is 
danger for the uhlan—hidden danger. 

“Nevertheless, he keeps on “*riding 
calmly and undisturbed, in keeping 
with German discipline.” 

The German uhlan is employed en- 
tirely for reconnaisance purposes, and 
what is known as ‘‘screen’’ and contact 
work. In the first of these capacities 
he endeavors to find the enemy without 
running into his fire, doing this usually 
in groups of from 20 to 30, which move 
with vanguard, flankers and rear 
guard. 

Used to Cover Advance. 

In ‘‘goreen work”’ the uhlan is used to 
cover infantry or artillery advances, 
taking a position on the flank as soon 
as this has been accomplished. 

In contact work, as the task described 
by Barzini, the uhlan rides in small 
bodies until he has drawn the fire of 
the enemy. Instead of retreating, as he 
may do in ordinary reconnaisance work, 
he endeavors to trace the front of the 
enemy, riding parallel to § it—usually 
until the last man is shot down. The 
contact action has, meanwhile, been 
closely observed from the German 
front, and @ gdvance and attack of 
the infant if governed by the in- 
formation gained at the expense of the 
uhlan, for whom there is no hope as 
soon as he is detailed for duty, but 
who, from all accounts, does not seem 
to ming this part of his work.

FNGLIND SAD TO |

Item in French Paper Told of 
Shipment of Ammunition to 
Maubeuge in 1913. 


TREATED WITH ~~ RUSSIA 


German Foreign Office Re- 
ported to Have Evidence of 
Negotiations Months Ago. 


(Correspondence of the Associated Press.) 
BERLIN, Sept. 4.—No one in Ger- 


many is willing to admit the sincerity 
of Great Britain in basing its declara- 
tion ‘of war upon Germany’s violation 
of the territory of Belgium and Luxem- 
burg, and much alleged evidence is 
produced in newspapers and magazines 
to prove that Great Britain had made 
up its mind to join France and Russia 
previous to Germany’s advance upon 
Belgian territory. 

In the highest circles of the German 
Government it is claimed that the For- 
eign Office has evidence that Great 
Britain was negotiating with Russia 
several months before the war broke 
out to furnish ships for a descent of 
Russian troops on the coast of Pomer- 
ania, which lies on the Baltic Sea to 
the north of Berlin, but it appears that 
nothing came of these negotiations. 


Ammunition Movement Reported. 
Another curlous and timely piece of 


evidence is presented in the shape of 
an item purporting to be from the Paris 
Gil Blas of Feb. 25, 1913. That paper 
cn that date is said to have published 
the following: 
“A newspaper of Eastern France 
has revealed a highly interesting 
piece of news. In military circles 
there it is related that large stocks 
of British ammunition have for sev- 
eral weeks been brought into Mau- 
beuge, near the northeastern fron- 
tier of France, on the railway line 
from Paris to Cologne. The city of 
Maubeuge is of great military !m- 
portance. It is designated in the 
French general staff's plan of cam- 
paign as the concentration point for 
allied troops which will be command- 
ed in case of war by the English 
Field Marshal, Sir John French, 
under Gen. Joffre as commander-in- 
chief. It is well known that the 
British cannon fire a different pro- 
jectile from those of France. The 
two governments, however, have re- 
ported an agreement to accumulate 
on French territory in time of peace 
the necessary war supplies of am- 
munition for the English artillery.” 
That Sir Edward Grey, the British 
Foreign Secretary, had substantially 
agreed to give France military support 
in the event of a war with Germany is 
also regarded in German circles as 
proved by the notes of the French and 
British Foreign Ministers, which were 
read in the British Parliament and in 
the French embassy about the middle 
of August. 
Mail Rights Held Violated. 

Dispatches announcing that Great 
Britain had held up neutral Nether- 
lends ships and had taken from them 
German reserves, and she had also 
taken German mails from  neutra! 
ships have caused much Ditter com- 
ment in Germany In respect to arrest 
and detention of the 400 German re- 
serves who were on their Way home 
from New York on the Dutch liner 
Noordam, it is asserted here that 
Great Britain’s act is a flagrant vio- 
lation of the declaration of London 
to which Great Britain is party. 
In regard to seizure of German 
mails it is also contended that this 
was contrarm to The Hague conven- 
tion of 1907 which declares that the 
mails of belligerent states carried on 
neutral vessels are inviolable. 
Still another grievance is that on 
Aug. 1, three days before Great Brit- 
ain’s declaration of war, the British 
authorities at Port Said detained the 
German steamer Dufflinger and re- 
moved parts of her machinery so that 
she could not proceed; in some cases, 
too, the wireless apparatus of Ger- 
man ships was removed and sent 
ashore. All this occurred, German of- 
ficlals point out, contrary to the 
neutral character of the Suez Canal 
stipulated in treaties and on which 
Great Britain largely based its action 
in the Panama Canal negotiations 
with the United States. 


TO INQUIRE INTO WRECK 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. Sept. 19.—Rep- 
resentatives of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission are today conducting an 
inquiry into the wrecking of Queen & 
Crescent passenger train No. 2 near 
L'vingston yesterday, which resulted in 
the death of M. J. McDonough of Bir- 
mingham, assistant general freight 
agent of the Friseo, and nine others and 
the injury of 87 persons. 

An official etatement issued by the 
railroad here attributes the disaster tv 
a train wrecker, who, it is declared, 
threw the switch and wrecked the train. 
An alleged ante-mortem statement by 
Conductor William Jones of the pas- 
senger train in which he declared he 
saw & man run from the switch a mo- 
ment before the wreck was cited py 
officials as authority for their state- 
ment.

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HOW TO FEED FOWLS 
ANIMAL FOOD AND 
GET BEST RESULTS 


Government Expert Gives Sug- 
gestions for Supplying Needed 
Food Elements in Winter. 


A great many erroneous impressions 
are held by some poultrymen in regard 
to the proper use of animal matter in 
the feed. Birds on free range in th? 
summer time pick up large numbers of 
bugs, worms and various other insects 
These contain elements that are abso- 
lutely necessary in the formation of 
bone, tissue, feathers and eggs. In the 
winter time, or when the flock is kept 
clcesely yarded, these elements must be 
provided artificially to get the best re- 
sults. 

Under average conditions the best 
feeds to furnish this necessary animal 
matter are green cut bone, meat scraps 
or meat meal, and skim milk. Soma 
good suggestions in regard to the use 
of these feeds are given by G. A. Bell, 
ur expert in the employ of the Govern- 
ment, as follows: 

“Green cut bone is usually fed by it- 
self, while the scraps and meal may be 
readily mixed with the mash. Cut bone 
consists of green or fresh bone sliced 
or shaved into thin pieces by a bone 
cutter. Bones from the butcher have 
more or less meat adhering, and the 
more of such meat the better, for the 
combination of bone and meat is ex- 
cellent for producing eggs. 

““‘Where a good supply of fresh bone 
can be obtained regularly it is very 
useful, but it cannot be kept sweet for 
such long periods as the beef scraps and 
animal meat. Green cut bone should be 
fed carefully and in a sweet condition, 
otherwise bowel trouble may result. One 
pound a day is sufficient for 2 hens, 
but not more than a half pound should 
be fed to that number of birds when 
first beginning to use it. 

“From a half to three-fourths of a 
pound of animal meal or meat scraps 
may be fed to 12 or 15 hens a day. Any 
form of meat is likely to loosen the bow- 
els of the hen when first fed. The hens 
should be watched carefully and not 
fed too much. After the fowls have be- 
come accustomed to the animal meat or 
meat scraps, they may be kept con- 
stantly before them. 

“When properly fed, milk makes an 
excellent feed for poultry. In feeding 
sour milk or buttermilk, however, the 
feeder must exercise care not to give too 
much, or bowel trouble will result. 
Skimmilk is an economical feed. In skim- 
ming, the most valuable food constit- 
uents—the nitrogenous substances—are 
left in the sximmilk. Not only does this 
skimmilk contain much nutritive matr- 
rial, but it contains it in a form which, 
as a rule, is easily digested. 

“Skimmilk may be advantageously 
substituted in part for meat feeds. It 
may also be used in mixing the soft 
feed, or it may be given to the fowls 
to drink in addition to water.”’

When fowls are to be drawn, 10 hours 
without feed before killing !s sufficient.

Loss of Feathers, 

Please let me know what is the mat- 
ter with my chickens. They are May 
and June hatched chicks and are get- 
ting bald and losing feathers on back 
and wings. Their akin is red as if sun- 
burned. They are always hungry and 
eat well.—P. F. B., Madison, Il. 

It is our opinion that some parasite is 
to blame for this conditlion—possibly the 
so-called “‘depluming mite.’’ Based on 
this assumption, our advice would be to 
dust the birds with lice powder and ap- 
ply carbolaxed vaseline to their bodies. 


Early Laying. 

I would like to know if it is a com- 
mon thing for a 6-months-old pullet 
to lay. I have a White Leghorn that 
was just 56 months old when she laid 
her first egg. Have been told it is 
unusuai to have them lay so young.— 
Fr. L. W., St. Louis, Mo. 

While "tt is somewhat unusual to 
have a pullet lay at this age, such 
occurrences are not rare. The Poultry 
Station at Mountain Grove has sev- 
eral White Leghorn pullets that be- 
= laying before they were 5 months. 
One of them was only 4 months) 
ven 5 days’ old when she laid her first 


egg.

Abnormal Feathering. 

I have a Plymouth Rock rooster, 
hatched about last April, and his wing 
feathers, instead of growing straight 
as they should, are turning upwar< 
slightly curved toward the head. What 
causes this and will the new feathers 
be straight?—T. P. W., Belleville, Tl. 

This is an abnormal condition and hap- 
pens occasionally without any apparent 
cause. Ordinarily the second growth 
of feathers will come out all right, but 
this could not be foretold with any de- 
gree of certainty. 


Incubator Troubles. 
Will you please tell me how to get 


ij rid of surplus moisture in a hot water 


incubator. I have a 140-egg machine 
and there are no leaks. My hygrometer 
shows from 8 to 12 degrees too much 
moisture. I had poor hatches. Some 
eggs would pip and the chicks would 
die in the shell. They seemed wet and 
sticky. The machine has two \%-inch 
holes in the back and I put a %-inch 
hole in the bottom, with a slide for it, 
and yet there is too much moisture. 
I caponized some young cockerels and 
wind puffs appeared about the wounds. 
I opened these with a needle but they 
came right back.—R. E. D. Washington, 
Ind. 

Without an examination, [t would be 
difficult to make a definite statement 
as to what is the trouble with your 
machine. Are you sure it does not leak? 
Sometimes there are small leaks that 
will not be discovered by an ordinary 
examination. The leaks may not be 
large enough to make the water drip 
but it will ooze out and evaporate just 
the same. It might be well to lay your 
case before the maker of the machine. 
Windpuffs following caponizing are a 
common occurrence. If pricking with a 
needle will not get rid of them use a 
sharp, small bladed knife and mane the 
opening larger. 
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Limberneck. 


Have lost about a dozen chickens 

in the last 10 days and believe I 
have limberneck or chickenpox in my 
flock. They will lie on the ground, 
head stretched out, eyes shut, unable 
to walk and fluff soiled. I have 
learned that there was a chicken car- 
cass in the vicinity, with maggots on 
it. The flock also gets meat thrown 
to them daily from @& nearby packing 
house. What ts your opinion on this? 
—RB. P. B., St. Louls, Mo. 
This ailment is Iimberneck beyond 
a doubt. The disease may have had 
its origin in the birds’ picking at the 
dead chicken or there may be some 
putrid meat lying about that was 
thrown from the packing house. If 
not too far gone cures may frequently 
be effected by mixing equal parts of 
turpentine and sweet ofl and giving 
each sick bird a teaspoonful of the 
mixture. Also mix a little ginger in 
the fowls’ feed for a few days, about 
a teaspoonful of ginger to each pint 
of the food. Or, the ginger may be 
put into the form of a pill by mixing 
it with pepepr, mustard and lard, ani 
forcing it down the throat. In bad 
cases this treatment must be repeat- 
ed two or three times a day (Will 
8. P. B. please send his address to 
the poultry editor.)

The best plan would be to fence 
this ground in two or three plots so 
that you can rotate green crops. Rye 
for a green crop is very good and 
should be sown at once so that it 
will get a good start before cold 
weather. Bluegrass makes a good 
permanent sod for green picking. If 
the yards are to be in permanent 
sod and are to supply the flock with 
green feed, from 70 to 80 square feet 
should be allowed for each bird. If 
the yards are to be used mainly for 
exercise grounds and part or all of 
the green feed is to be provided 
otherwise, 80 to 40 square feet, or 
even less per bird will be suf*icient 
ground. The greater number of birds 
on a given plot of ground the great- 
er must be the care exercised to 
keep filth from accumulating. The 


QUICK, MUSCULAR 
GROWTH SECRET OF 
RAISING BROILERS 


The market broiler business {s con- 
fined to a comparatively few poultry 
farms because it is an industry that re- 
quires considerable skill. In general, 
a broiler is a young chickén that has 
}been kept growing rapidly until ready 
for market at six to 123 weeks old. 
Weights. dressed, range from 
three-fourths of a pound to two pounds. 
The three market classes are known as 
squab  brollers, three- 


when 


weighing from 
fourths to a pound each; smail broilers, 
ranging from one to one and one-fourth 
of a pound, and large broilers that range 
from the latter weight up to two pounds. 


The small broiler finds the most popu- 
lar demand in the market. 

Brotlers are so-called because, in pre- 
paring them for the table, they are 
usually split in halves and broiled. They 
are grown much the same as young 
chickens intended for any other purpose, 
except that they are pushed as rapidly 
as possible from the start. Quick 
growth is the main object, as a plump 
bird has the first call in the broiler 
trade 

It is next to impossible to get a 
broiler fat, as all the nutriment ordi- 
narily available is used up for natural 
growth and development. The best feeds 
for this perlod are those that will give 
a uniform development to all portions 
of the body. To give a ration that is 
fattening at the expense of bone and 
muscle-building would mean abnormal 
development and stunted birds. Wheat, 
oats, cracked corn, green feed, grit, oys- 
ter shell, skimmilk and plenty of wa- 
ter constitute the best feeding program 
for the first five to eight weeks. For 
the last two weeks the feed is of a 
fattening nature, a mash of corn meai 
bran and skimmilk being used for this 
purpose.

“LAYERS. OLD BIRDS 
BEST IN BREED 


While Young Hens Fill Basket, 
Their Elders Should Not 
Always Be Suppianted. 


It is seldom a paying proposition to 
keep a hen for laying purposes after 
she is two years old. A hen may still 
be profitable at that age, but sho will 
not be as profitable as the pullet, and, 
when only a certain number of fowls 
may be kept, it will mean a better re- 
turn to give the old hen’s place to the 
younger bird. However, it may be ad- 
visable In many cases to keep old birds 
that have outstanding laying qualities 
for breeding purposes. 


On quite a number of egg farms it s 
the custom now to keep only puiiets for 
winter egg production. Even the year- 
ling hens are disposed of simply Dbe- 
cause the younger birds will lay *% 
greater number of eggs during the sea- 
son that eggs are highest. When prop- 
erly raised the early-hatched pullets 


should begin laying in October, or early 


in November, at the latest. The best 
laying strains of the egg breeds will be- 
gin to shell out at § months old. The 
general meat breeds are usually fron 
6 to 8 months old before they begin lay- 
ing. 

It seems to be an established rule that 
the older the hen the later in the win- 
ter she will begin laying. As has been 
stated, the pullet will begin in October 
or November, the yearling hen will 
rarely start before the end of the year, 
while the 2-year-olds. an those still 
older may be expected to begin any time 
after Jan. 1—frequently not until stim- 
ulated by the first days of warm Febru- 
ary or March weather. November and 
December eggs are the ones that bring 
the highest prices, hence the preference 
for birds that will lay best during those 
two months. 

While the owners of commercial egy 
farms realiza that pullets are the most 
profitable egg producers, they are very 
careful to secure their laying stock phy 
breeding from older birds. To breed 
from young stock on the female side 
would bring on disaster in a very fow 
years.

Low Nesta. 
Please explain why so many designs 


show nests on the ground, underneath 
dropping boards, etc. Does this not 
make it extremely awkward to gather 
eggs and clean nests? Is there any 


high? Also kindly give me the approx- 
imate amount of grain feed for a flock 
of 200 pullets for four months; in other 
words, how much corn, wheat and rye 
will I need to buy, as all our crops 
failed. I want to buy a winter’s, supply 
at one time.—I. R., St. Louis, Mo. 

The main reason why nests are bullt 
low is because they are then easily ac- 
cessible to the hens. This encourages 
them to lay in the nests rather than 
on the floor. Low nests also prevent 
the exertion and fluttering due to jump- 
ing to a high nest, often resulting in a 
fight with an occupant of the nest, and 
probably broken eggs. Putting the eggs 
under the dropping boards simply saves 
space. The best plan is to place the 
nests just high enough so the hens can 
wet about underneath and scratch. 

Not knowing what kind of birds you 
have and whether or not they are al- 
lowed to run in the open, it would be 
very difficult to even estimate the 
amount of grain they would eat in four 
months. The better way would be to 
buy a small quantity of grain and keep 
records of the amount they will eat 
in one week. Then it would be easy 
to arrive at the approximate amount 
they would consume in four months. 
Would suggest that you feed oats in- 
stead of rye. 

Feather Eating. 

IT have an Indian runner duck that 
pulls feathers and eats them. I feed 
corn meal, bran, sand, greens and a lit- 
tle meat scraps from the table. What 
will stop this habit? At what age is a 
duck big enough to eat?—J. H. L, 
Loufeville, Ky. 

Confinement and unbalanced rations 
are the most common causes of this 
habit. If you could turn this bird out 
in the open where he could get a great- 
er variety of food and let him have 
more meat food, you can undoubtedly 
cure this habit. Vaseline, lard, and 
powdered aloes in equal parts, applied 
to the feathers will also discourage it. 

Ducks are considered ready for mar- 
ket and the table just as they are feath- 
ering out. They are then as heavy, 
perhaps, as they ever will be and the 
meat is tender and of good flavor.

F a Labor leader believes that it is a mistake 


on the bottem; if he believes in staying a hole 
at the top, up through the employers; if he be- 
heves that the way for laboring men to get 
things is to think their way up—to put them- 
selves in their employers’ places long enough 
to know what their employers are like and how 
their minds work on the inside—in other words, 


other classes as a means of freeing his own, how 
is he going to get the rank and file of laboring 
men to agree with him? How is he going to get the men who elect him 
to leadership in the unions to back him up and let him act disinterestedly 
enough with the world te get what he wants out of it? 

The Capitalist makes the claim that, in resisting the encroachments 
of Labor, he is defending, not merely himself, but Seciety. Just because 
he eannot make everybody believe him he is having a hard time lately in 
getting what he wants out of the Government and out of the people. 

The Labor leader should also make the claim that, in resisting the 
encroachments of Capital, he is not merely defending his own class but 
is acting in the interests of all of us. ; 

It is beeause the Labor Leader cannot make everybody believe this 
now, and often does not try to, that he is having-such a hard time in 
getting his rights. 

. Both Capital and Labor are being held back by the people and by 
the Government from their fair rights, because everything they propose 
has to be held up and gone through first by detectives. Everybody 1s 


. suspicious of these two. They cannot get things out of one another, or 


out of anybody else, because they are not disinterested enough.’ 
On the other hand, the better and more powerful employers—those 


whe are making more headway and whipping their competitors by be- 
ing fairer and more disinterested in dealing with their employes and with 


the eonsumer—suceeed in being believed in and in getting things. 

The same is true of the better labor leaders. The class that, in de- 
fending itself, can honestly say that it is disinterested and is defending

and seattering editorials and pamphlets, in which 
I would try to get-the unions to commit them- 


selves definitely to a bigger figat fer Labor than they have under-_ 


taken yet. 

_T would do what I could to mnke it the ammounced policy of the 
unions of America that the fight they are making for Labor is a fight 
for all of us, a fight for the eonsumer and for the employer. 

I would conduet the fight on the principle that the exploitation 
and exhaustion of the laboring elass is as grave a danger to the em- 
ployer as the exhaustion of the soil is to the farmer. I would fight to 
keep employers from eommitting suicide by enslaving Labor, by keep- 
ing each laboring man like the soil from renewing himself. And of course 
consumers from committing suicide in letting business commit suicide. 

Exhausting the Labor of a nation is suffocating a; nation. The 
cause of Labor today is nothing less than the cause of us all. It is a 
fight for air in the world, a fight for the right to breathe. Labor unions 
that will net elect and back up leaders who can present their cause in this 
bigger and mere practical way; laber unions which elect and support 
leaders who conduct their fight, the biggest and noblest in all history, 
as a little mean fight of one class to get all it cam for itself regardless 
of the results to the ether classes, are visionary and unpractical unions. 
They do ‘not see how modern human nature works. : 

I believe for one that the average American laboring man in our 
unions is ready to flame up to this bigger policy of conducting a Labor 
fight. Every advantage for the last twenty-five years that Labor has 
wrung out of Capital has been wrung out because a laboring man has 
at last been produced in America who ean think of somebody besides 
himself. Every single thing that labor has got out of Capital has been 
got by disinterestedness. 


It is beeanse the American laborer of the better type has been able 


to forget himself, has been able te look past his own particular, per: 
sonal, momentary interest as a laborer, and to think and act with refer- 
ence to the interests ef all other laborers; it is because he has given 
himself up to’ his union and devoted himself with. self-sacrifice and he- 
role patience to the imterest of all other laboring men or great groups 
of laboring men, that every concession Capital has had to make to 
Labor has been made. 

The ‘less skilled laborers have merely sacrificed themselves for their 
own group of labor and have not thought of all labor’ throughout the 
country. But in precise proportion as the laboring man in this country 
has been disinterested in his fight tor his rights,-he has got them. 

_ The last man on earth not to see that thinking of some one besides 
himself is the way toe get things 1s the typical American labor union 
man—the man who has got everything he has got so far—shorter hours. 
better conditions, larger wages—through unions, through giving himself 
- Up te uniens and acting for the benefit of others. 

One of the first things that I look forward to for Labor 
now is the general recognition in the .unions—the more power- 
fal and skilled unions—of this principle: 7

HO will “win” in the present War? 
Who. will “lose”? And just what 
will they win and lose? Will Ger- 
many be “destroyed”? Will England 
be “wiped out’? Will any of the 
countries “lose their colonies”? And 
if so, how much %ctual loss will it 

involve? These questions were all answered about four 

years ago in a way that made the answerer, Norman 

Angell, immediately famous. Today, by virtue of those 

answers, he is in the minds of thousands of very keen 

thinkers, a towering figure in international affairs. 

For if his answers are right, the present war can ac- 

complish nothing but destruction and no nation can 

possibly gain a material advantage by that. All the 
bloodshed and bravery will have gone for ‘nothing and 


an exhausted world will have to turn from its conflict 


and admit that it has been the fool of a “Great Iu- 
sion.” 

Norman Angell is really Mr. Ralph Lane. He was a 
California boy who went to England and became one of 
Lord Northcliffe’s bright young writers. He helped 
found the Paris Daily Mail, of which he was editor for 
some years. | 

During the spare hours of a very busy life, he talked 
with bankers and labor leaders and all sorts of people 
with international ideas. He was impressed above 
everything with the international character of both cap- 
ital and labor and he tried to stack it up beside the na- 
tional animosities. Then he wrote an anonymous 
pamphlet. | 

That pamphlet made him famous. From all over the 
world came demands for more. It was enlarged into a 
sizable book and published under the title “The Great 
Illusion” (Putnam). 

The work was translated into every European lan- 
guage and sold by hundreds of thousands. It didn’t 
avert the war, but it demonstrated many things that 
have already come true. It showed, for instance, how 
the first outbreak of hostilities would produce a panic 
throughout all the world’s financial centers. When this 
happened, even the warrior statesmen who had called 
him a fool a few years before, began to rub their eyes. 

In a nutshell, the author’s answers to the questions 
asked above are as follows: 

No nation will win in the present war. All nations 
on earth, whether actually engaced in war or not, will 
lose. Germany will not be destroyed, because no nation 
could destroy her without destroying itself. England 
will not be wiped out for the same reason. Neither will 
“lose” any colonies, because they do not and cannot 
own their colonies, and one cannot very well lose what 
one does hot own. 6 

And if England, for instance, were comptlled by Ger- 
many to separate trum the colonies, Germany, not En- 
gland, would be the loser. 

There was nothing sensational about this book. It 
charged the jingoists with sentimentalism. It said noth- 
ing about the horrors of war. It spoke only of its fool- 
ishness. Its seeming advantages to the conquering na- 
tion, Mr. Angell maintained, were no advantages at all. 
For the world had completely changed since the time 
when any nation could profit by military victory; in 
fact, the aetual facts of recent history showed that they 
oftener profited by defeat. 

Here area few of the startling facts which the author 
put up to the “war economists’’ and which the latter 
found-it generally convenient to ignore. © 

After Spain was defeated by the United States and 
lost her’ last American colonies, Spanish securities 
doubled in value, 

After England ‘added the gold fields of the world to 
her possessions,” British consols dropped 20 points. 

After Japan defeated Russia, she beat all records for 
heavy taxation, while, for the first time in 20 years, 
the Russian budget showed a surplus. 


Ten years after-the Franco-Prussian War, France was. 


in a better financial position than Germany, although 
France had “lost” Alsace and Lorraine and had paid an 
indemnity of a billion dollars to her conquerors. 

Suppose Germany annexes Belgium as the price of the 
little nation’s resistance at Liege. Mr. Angell has point- 
ed out why not a single German citizen would be the 
richer for the change. The whole idea that one nation 
can enrich itself by the conquest of another is “The 
Great Illusion.” The conqueror must respect the prop- 
erty rights of the conquered—must encourage and not 
destroy its industrial and commercial development. It 
cannot “capture” its trade. 

Thée only way that Germany could permanently de- 
stroy England's trade would be by destroying England's 
population; and this would destroy Germany's market. 
If Germany should destroy England’s credit, the very 
act would destroy Germany’s credit. If she confiscated 
England’s property, her own losses would exceed the 
value of the property consfiscated, 

Neither nation could exact tribute from the other with- 

out impoverishing itself, while the collection of an in- 
demnity would be of doubtful value to the collector. 
_ Suppose the German army should begin to loot the 
Bank of England. Every bank in England would fail. 
German bankers with credit in London would feel the 
effect. All credits in Germany would be called in and 
German finance would end in chaos. The German Gen- 
eral, by robbing the Bank of England, would destroy 
his own bank account in Berlin. 

Mr. Angell did not maintain that this.could not hap- 
pen, but he pointed out that no one could profit by its 
happening. The damage could be done only by an “in-

verted altruist’’ who, with nothing to gain, would in- 
flict misery for the mere joy of inflfcting it. 

If Germany “took possession” of Canada, what would 
England lose? England does not and cannot exact trib- 
ute or econdmic advantage from colonies. All nations, 
including England, have tried to do so in the past. All 
have failed. ‘ 

If Germany took South Africa and the gold mines, 
would the result be different? England “too posses- 
sion’’ of them only a few years ago, because the “rule 
of the Boers was intolerable.” But the ownership of the 
mines was not changed on account of the bloody war, 
and an entirely independent colony, in which the -Boers 
rule, was set up. . 

When it was pointed out in London that the pro- 
posed South. African Constitution included every -dis- 
crimination that Fnegland had called a causé of war, the 
Government replied that England could not help her- 
self; she could not interfere with the Government of 
her colonies... ‘‘In fact,” said Mr. Angel, ‘a nation is 
in a worse position to enforce its view8 in its own colo- 
nies than in foreign territory.” 

As for deriving commercial advantages from colonies, 
Mr. Angell pointed out that every nation which has 
t'ied to force them has failed. And in Germany’s “com- 
mercial aggression,’”’ which has startled the world, no 
colonial policy figures at alk. The aggression, in fact, 
was often felt the most in the trade with the colonies 
of other nations. J 7 

That a larze Meet and naval supremacy has nothing 
to do with commercial supremacy seemed simplv aston- 
ishing. Mr. Angell made it astonishingly simple. 

Switzerland’s commercial boom has progressed with- 
out any navy at all. Belgium, Holland and the Scan- 
dinavian countries have been noted for their prosperity. 
And all of these countries, with no military or naval 
significance, have derived a large share of that pros- 
perity from trade with Eritish colonies. 


The’average middle-age Hollander, it was pointed out, 
possessed twice as much as the average midcle-age 
German, and the standard of comfort in all these small- 
er countries was exceptionally high. Their securities, 
moreover, were generally stronger than those of the 
great Powers. Three per cents of Belgium were then 
quoted at 96: those of Germany at 82. The th-ee and a 
half per cents of Norway were at 102; those of Russia 
at 81. 

The more a nation’s wealth is protected, was the 
astonishing conclusion, the less secure does it become’ 

The illusion which the author tried to dispel, and 
didn’t, rests, he says, upon concepts of war which mod- 
ern business has outgrown. An invading army could 
once sack and plunder a city and enrich its own kingdom 
by the spoils. When they took the gold goblets and 
plate, they actually took the city’s wealth. But tcday 
they would have to take something entirely different. 

They would have to carry away the mills, mines and 
railroads, or take the stocks and bonds which represent 
them. Confiscating these securities would render them 
worthless; for it is only through the recognition of their 
titiés that they become securities at all. 

But isn’t it conceivable that Germany could mate 
money through imposing an indemnity on England; that 
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(Drawn by Kapp.) 


such an indemnity could actually be distributed among 
her citizens? 

Mr. Angeil answers: If the indemnity were paid in 
goods, all the manufacturers in Germany would howl. 
As it is, they put up a high tariff wall to prevent the 
entry of cheap goods into Germany. What wouldn’t they 
do to stop their coming free? If the indemnity were 
paid in money, it must be used to buy goods from abread 
or remain worthless; If used to buy gcods at+« home, 
it would automatically raise the price of the goods; just 
as in the siege of Paris it would have availed nothing to. 
the starving population to distribute pro rata the con- 
tents of the Bank of France. 

As for tribute. all nations have had the same ex- 
perience. People will quit producing. Trade and tribute 
will both soon vanish. 

There is a way, of course, in which a so-called con- 
quest is beneficial to the conqueror. California, for in- 
stance, was obtained by conquest. But Mexico could 
not maintain order in California and the United States 
could. Business demanded that order be maintained, and 
so the United States as a whole was benefited. 

Litewise England and all Europe is benefited by~ the 
acquisition of India, as it might be if some country 
should efficiently police Asia Minor. But in these cases 
the invader is acting only as a policeman and there is 
no analogy between this and international European 
conauest. The question of who shall be the policeman. is 
a trivial one which, when seen in its right light, could 
never provoke war. 

Psvchologically. Mr. Angell’s case is eonally strong. 
To Col. Poosevelt’s claim that certain onalities neces- 
sary to national greatness can be obt2ined through war 
alone, he renlied by showing that netions have become 
great in so far as thev have abandored war. 

The Sout’ American republics. with war as a caily 
diet, make the.worst showing. Warlike Turkey and the 
Bal’ans had little to boast of. Even in war, the most 
war-li-e Dervishes made a poor showing against the 
English, who had learned efficiency throtgh the pur 
suits of peace, Warli*te Spain did not lac’ valor, but 
was no match for the neace-trained United States. 

That war tends to the strvival of the fittest was an- 
other argument equally well disposed of. The fittest, 
he said, went to war, and that ended them. If they 
didn’t bite the dust, they at least quit working for a 
living, quit producing and creating, and learned to “sol- 
dier” and to grab.’ 

Finally, class interests, which were international, 
transcend national interests. Both capital and labor 
were internationalized. London bankers in self defence 
rushed to relieve financial crises in New York. European 
capitalists struck hands across the national boundaries 
to resist the growing demards of international labor 
unions and the international Socialist movement. 

And yet war was declared. The people of all classes 
whose interests were international began to fight and 
kill for national interests instead. Why? Accerdinz to 
this book, it could not Rave been because of “capitalist 
interests”: it could not hawe been because of anv noac'hle 
commercial advantage to Anglo-Saxon or Teuton or Celt. 
Surely it was not because a Servian boy murdered an 
Archduke. It could only have been because of a “Great

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Board of preparation, headed by the Kaiser, included his 
chief of staff, chief of railways and the chiefs of the 
army and navy 4# How they planned for “The Day” 


IVE men sat in a dingy little room in the 
“General Stab Gebaeude,” Berlin, and threw 
a whole world into war. 

There was no representative of finance 
or diplomacy present, for when these five 
men got together it meant that the rule 
of finance and diplomacy had ceased. 

They were the Powérs. They were the Powers before 
which all the other powers of earth must wait. How 
they measured up to their power, only history can tell; 
but for a few minutes they held the destiny of the world 
in their hands. They said: “War.” And war it was. 

They were the heads of the German fighting machine. 

The five were the Emperor, the chief of the General 
Staff, the Minister of War, the Minister of Railways and 
the chief of the “Admiral Stab”—the navy. 

How these men acted, how they were able to brush 
aside every other consideration nd interest, and how 
they set in motion the greatest .ilitary machime of all 
history has just been reveaied for the first time. It 
has been revealed by a secluded resident of New York 
City, “Dr. Armgaard Karl Graves,” one of the few real 
men of mystery in modern civilization, who held for a 
number of years a very high position with the German 
secret service. 

By means of Dr. Graves’ book, “The Secrets of the 
German War Office” (McBride-Nast), it is possible to 
understand how Germany fell like a thunderbolt upon 
her allied enemies, appearing everywhere at once, ad- 
vancing uniformly in spite of the “impregnable posi- 


hilation” of her ranks. 

Note who the men were and the inexorable precision 
of the machine may be apprehended. 

First, the Emperor. He was sole commander of the 
nation. He had to yield. to no Minister nor Parlia- 
ment. He had to grant no favor. Never had political 
expediency tntruded upon the single operation of this 
fighting machine. Never was it necessary to gratify a 
single officer’s personal ambition. Efficiency had been 
the single goal and brains, ability and scientific knowl- 
edge had been the only considerations. , 

_At his right was the “Chef des General Stab.”” This 
General Staff, which he controlled, was made possible 
only by the same autocracy, the same freedom from 
anything resembling politics or “pull.” 

At the Emperor’s left the Minister of War, the one 
man in the Ministry who counted when the question 
of questions was to be discussed. 

The chief of the “Admiral Stab” must needs be pres- 
ent. For years all German naval officers had drunk a 
toast to “The Day,” by which they meant the day when 
Germany might cope with HMngland on the sea. “The 
Day” might presently dawn. 

And the Minister of Railways. He was as important 
as any member of the quintette. For the railways of 
the empire have not been built to carry tourists. They 
have been buitt by the state ito carry soldiers, and to 
carry them by the million at a moment’s notice, to all 
the strategical points on the frontier. For 20 years not 
a snur has been built in which this was not the chief 
consideration. Berlin had become the center of a verita- 
ble spider’s web, from which triple and quadruple trunk 
lines extended to every strategical center, each in turn 
connected with every district post in the empire. At all 
times the Minister of Railways was ready with a mil- 
itary time table, which, at the scratch of a pen; could 


supercede the one in force. 
The machine itself began to develop immediately after 


of Prussia, this susceptible genius, contrary to the ad- 
vice of Talleyrand, allowed the Prussians to have a 
standing army of 12,000 men. Under another type of 
genius, Gen. Stein, 12,000 were brought in, drilled, dis- 
charged and another 12,000 enlisted. In three years 
180,000 drilled troops were at hand. The machine then 
started was merged during the wars of ‘64, 66 and °70 
into the machine of the German empire. 

The mobilization schedules were the‘ work of Hel- 
muth von Moltke. Von Heeringen was a worthy suc- 
cessor. Moltke played chess as a.passion. Heeringen 
amuses himself with 30,000 lead soldiers. 

The General Staff, now in control of 5,000,000 fighting 
men, consists of 180 to 200 experts, none of whom owe 
their promotion to anything but their own expertness. 

The same strategy evinced by Gen. Stein has governed 
the whole development of the machine. The Reichstag 
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Napoleon conquered Prussia. As a compliment to Luise - 
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limited the standing army to just bearable proportions. 
It did not decree that well conducted men could not be 
given from two to four months off their military term. 
This provision added 75,000 to the army. The backbone 
of the army was the noncommissione: officers. When

Graves. Just who he is, five persons on 

earth know. One of them is now at the 

. very head of the forces directing the 
greatest fighting machine in human - history. 
“Graves” entered the service of this machine at 
24; he is now 39; he was one of the most trusted 
members of the German secret serviee; he was 
sent on its most important missions and became 
intimate with every secret of state. Finally, it 
was feared that he had learned too much, more 
than it was good that any individual outside of 
the very inside should know; he was sent to En- 
gland to get some intricate naval plans. A letter 
was sent to him with a faulty address, in spite of 
the fact that the Intelligence Department in the 
German empire never makes such mistakes. He 
was captured as a spy, convicted in an English 
“court, in one of the most sensational international 
trials in history. He was led to believe that the 
German Government had planned this mishap 
and asked to join the English secret service. Un- 
known te all except Earl Grey and a few inti- 
mates, he was released from prison. On June 12, 
1913, he startled every Government in the world 
by publicly announcing his presence in New 


York.

mustered out they were usually drafted into minor ad- 
ministrative positions in the railway or other state serv- 
ice. So the army always controlled the state in every 


; branch through army-trained administrators. The high- 


er administrative positions were similarly held by reg- 
ular officers. The merchant marine was controlled by 
the navy in the same w@/7. 

The whole country was subdivided into bezirks com- 
mandos, district posts. Here every possible conscript 
within the limits was registered and recorded. Also 
every motor car, taxi, bus, fruck and motor cycle wag 
registered and recorded. They were subject to con- 
scription as well. 

At each district post full equipment for the number 
of possible conscripts in the district was kept. The 
transformation of citizens to soldiers was instantaneous. 

Outside of all regular appropriations, there was $120,- 
000,000 im gold on hand for immediate war expenses. It 
was in no bank, but in steel, subterranean vaults in the 
fortress of Spandau. Two hundred million marks had 
been buried there after the Franco-Prussian war, part 
of the indemnity paid by France. On Oct. 1, for many 
years, three ammunition wagons loaded with gold coin 
have passed over the drawbridge to the old Julius Thurm 
and their contents placed in the vaults. The Kaiser ur 
his heir apparent has inspected the hoard twice a year. 
Weighing machines and accounting apparatus make it 
possible to get an accurate inventory of the treasure in 
two hours. Most of this has been told before. It hag 
also been denied and termed a myth. Dr. Graves says 
he knows. 

The highways, no less than the railroads, were con- 
stantly prepared for war. Tourists have often wondered 
at the magnificent, perfectly kept roads in obscure parts 
of the empire, where traffic was almost unknown. They 
now understand. They were kept thus for fear there 
would be an hour’s delay in the transportation of men 
and supplies to some necessary outposts on the day that 
war might be declared. 

Dr. Graves tells of an incident during the Kaiser 
maneuvers a few years ago, when a member of the Cen- 
eral Staff asked the position of a certain train then 
transporting troops. In two and a half minutes an op- 
erator found the train between two stations 310 miles 
away. ; 

Five minutes after the declaration of war, the military 
time table was in force and the railways of the empire 
under complete military control.. Steam was up in the 
waiting engines, as it always was in any crisis. Rail- 
way experts in the General Staff took command, and 
the railway corps of the standing army, the Kisenbahn 
Regimenter, consisting of trained railway builders and 
mechanics, was put to work.

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Hague Conventions, signed by the 
nations now at war, which 
were designed. to limit the 

horrors of international con-- 
flict and preserve the rights of 
neutrals and noncombatants 


MPEROR WILLIAM on the one 
~ hand and, on the other, a commis- 
sion dispatched to the United 
States by the King of Belgium 
have complained to President. 

Wilson as an umpire that. their respective 
adversaries are guilty of violatung the “rules 
of war.” If the sanguinary and furious 
“game of kings,” as now being played in 
Europe, is amenable to rules, precisely what 
are they, and how were they formulated? 

They are embodied in a number of Con- 
ventions and Declarations adopted, for the 
most part unanimously, at the two World 
Peace Conferences held at The Hague, in 1899 

_ and 1907. The first was attended by the rep- 

-_ resentatives of 26 nations and the second by 
the delegates of 4% states. 
of plenipotentiaries included representatives 
of all the nations now at war. 

Tragic events have proved that these rules, 
from which the lenislators almost hoped a 
millenium. do not define war as it now is, or 
as it probably soon will be; but only as tt 
ought to be—that is, if war must be waged at ; 
all. From the great mass of laws the follow- 
ing excerpts are selected, as expressing the 
most interesting and the most important aims 
of those idealists who aspired to debrutalize 
thal which perhaps can never be humanized: 


Opening of Hostilities. 

HE contracting Powers recognize that hos- 
tilities between themselves must not com- 
mence without previous and explicit warn- 
ing, in the form either of a reasoned decla- 
ration of war or of an ultimatum with 


conditional declaration of war. 

The existence of a state of war must be 
notified to the neutral Powers without delay, and shall 
not take effect in regard to them until after the receipt 
of notification, which may, however, be given by tele 
graph. Neutral Powers, nevertheless, cannot rely on the 
absence of notification if it is clearly established that 
they were in fact aware of the existence of a state of war. 


The Laying of Submarine Mines. 


It is forbidden to lay unanchored automatic contact 
mines, except when they are 80 constructed as te 
become harmless one hour at most after the person - 
who laid them ceases to control them. 

It is forbidden to lay anchored automatic contact 
mines which do not become harmless as soon as they 
‘save broken loose from their moorings. 

Tt is forbidden to use torpedoes which do not be- 
cove harmless when they have missed their mark. 

‘When anchored: automatic contact mines are em- 
ployed, every possible precaution must be taken for 
the security of peaceful shipping. 

The belligerents undertake to de their utmost to 
render these mines harmless within a limited time, 
and, should they cease to be under surveillance, to 
notify the danger zones as soon as military exigen- 
cies permit, by a notice addyessed to shipowners, 
which must also be communicated to the govern- 
ments through the diplomatic channel. 

At the close of the war, the contracting powers 
undertake to do their utmost to remove the mines 
which they had laid, each power removing its own 
‘mines. As regards anchored automatic mines laid 
by one of the belligerents off the coast of the other, 
their position must be notified to the other party by 
the power that laid them, and each power must pro- 
ceed with the least possible delay to remove tle 
mines in its own waters. 


(Russia and Montenegro refused to sign this Conven- 
tion at all. Germany and France declined to agree to 
Article 2, which.reads: “It is forbidden to lay automatic 
contact mines off the coast and ports of the enemy, with 
the sole object of intercepting commercial shipping.” 
Great Britain entered a general reservation to the ef- 
fect that “the mere fact that the said Convention does 


not prohibit a particular act or proceeding is not to be 


Both assemblages 
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HE meeting of the Second World Peace 
Conference at The Hague in 1907, the 
first impulse towards which originated 
in St. Louis, was hailed by enthusiasts 

as “the greatest step towards peace since Grotius 

founded international law,” and as a realization 
of the dream of the Federation of the World and 
the Parliament of Man. However, the London 

Times, organ-of British public opinion, declared 

that “The conference was a sham and has brought 

forth a progeny of shams, because it was found- 
ed on a sham.” 

It was attended by the plenipotentiaries of 44 
nations, which included all of the LatinsAmerican 
countries except Honduras and Costa Rica. Thir- 
‘ teen formal canventions covering nearly every 
phase of warfare were adopted. Of interest to 


} garding the laws and customs of land warfare” 
was adopted from General Order No. 100, issued \ 
in 1863 by President Lincoln in. the: form of in- 
structions to the United States army: and that 
the “Convention regarding the rights and duties 
of neutral powers’ in naval war” embodies the 
rules of the Treaty. of Washington, agreed upon 
by the United States and Great Britain in 1871. 

In 1904, during the Lousiana Purchase Expo 
sition, the Interparliamentary Union, in session 
in St. Louis, called upon President Roosevelt to 
inaugurate a movement towards calling a Second 
Peace Conference. His response is attested in 
the words beginning the Final Act adopted by 
the Congress: “The Second International Peace 
Conference, proposed in the first instance by the 
President of the United States.” But Roosevelt 
relinquished the honor of convoking the Congress 
to the Czar of Russia, who desired the distinc- 
tion of assembling the second, as well as the 
first conference, which met at The Hague in 1899.

Bombs From Aeroplanes and Dirigibles. 


HE contracting Powers agree to prohibit, for 
a period extending to the close of the Third 
Peace Conference, the discharge of projec- 
_ tiles and explosives from balloons or by 
other new methods of a similar nature. 


(Germany, France, Russia, Japan, Servia and Monte- 
negro refrained from signing this measure. It was 
signed by Great Britain, Austria-Hungary and Belgium. 
The signatories are now, nowever, released from adher- 
ence to the Declaration by a provision that “It shall 
cease to be binding when, in a war between the con- 
tracting Powers, one of the belligerents is joined by a 
non-contracting power,’ such as Germany. A similar 
Declaration forbidding the use of aerial projectiles, which 
was adopted at the 1899 Conference @nd which expired 
five years later, was signed by Germany, France, Japan, 
Russia and Montenegro, as well as by the powers which 
renewed their adherence to the measure in 1907. The 
Third Peace Conference, if it is held, will end in the 
autumn of 1915.) 


Use of Dumdum and Gaseous Projectiles. 


HE contracting Powers agree to abstain from 
the use of projectiles, the object of which is 
the diffusion of asphyxiating or deleterious 


gases. 

The contracting parties agree to abstain from the 

use of bullets which expand or flatten easily in the 

human body, such as bullets with a hard envelope 

which does not entirely cover a core, or is pierced 
with incisions.

HE laws, rights and duties of war apply not ii 
to armies, but also’ to militia and volunteer 
corps fulfilling the following conditions: 

1. To be commanded by a person responsible 
for his subordinates. 
2. To have a fixed distinctive emblem recognizable at 
a distance. 
3. To carry arms openly; and 
4. To conduct their operations in accordance with the 
laws and customs of war. 


The inhabitants of a territory which has not been oc- 
cupied, who, on the approach of the enemy, spontaneously

sist of combetants and noncombatants. In the case of 
capture by the énemy, both have a right to be treated as 
prisoners of: war. 


Laws and Customs of War on Land. 


'E contracting Powers shall issue instructions to 
their armed land forces, which shall be in con- 
formity with the regulations respecting the laws 
and customs of war on land, annexed to the 

present convention. 

A belligerent party which violates the provisions of 
the said regulations shall, if the case demands, be liable 
to pay compensation. It shall be responsible for all acts 
committed by persons forming part of its armed forces. 


Prisoners of War. 


RISONERS of war are in the power of the hostile 
Government, but not of the individuals or corps 
who capture them. 

They must be humanely treated. 

All their personal belongings, except arms, horses and | 
military papers, remain their property. iL 

Work done for the state (by prisoners of war) is paid | 
at the rates in force for work of a similar kind done by 
soldiers of the national army, or, if there are none in 
force, at a rate according to the work executed. 

Prisoners who, after succeeding in escaping, are again | 
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taken prisoners, are not liable to any punishment on ac- - 
count of the previous flight. 
Prisoners of war liberated on parole and recaptured 
bearing arms against the Government to whom they had 
pledged their honor, or against the allies of that Gov- 
ernment, forfeit their right to be treated as prjsoners 
of war and can be brought before the courts. 
Prisoners of war shall be subject to the laws, regula- . 
tions and orders in force in the army of the state in 
whose power they are. Any act of insubordination justi- 
fies the adoption towards them of such measures of 
severity as may be considered necessary. 


Means of .Injuring the Enemy. 


AE right of belligerents to adopt means of in- 
juring the enemy is not unlimited. It is espe- 
cially forbidden: : 

To employ poison or poisoned weapons. 

To kill or wound treacherously individuals be- 
longing to the hostile nation or army. 

To kill or wound an enemy who, having laid down 
his arms, or having no longer means of defense, hag 
surrendered at discretion.

Soldiers not wearing a disguise who 
have penetrated into the zone of opera- 
tions of the hostile army, for the purpose 
of obtaining information, are not con- 
sidered spies. 

Similarly, the following are not con- 
sidered spies: Soldiers and civilians, 
carrying out their missions openly, in- 
trusted with the delivery of dispatches 
intended either for their own army’ or 
for the enemy’s army. To this class like- 
wise belong persons sent in balloons for 
the purpose of carrying dispatches and, 
generally, of maintaining communications 
between the different parts of any army 
or a territory. 

A spy taken in the act shall not be 
punished without previous trial. 

A spy who, after rejoining the army to 
which he belongs, is subsequently cap- 
tured by the enemy, is treated as a pris- 
oner of war, and incurs no responsibility 
for his previous acts of espionage. 


Flags of Truce. 
PERSON is regarded as bearing 
A a flag of truce who has been 
authorized by one of the bellig- 
erents to enter into communica- 
tion with the other, who advances bearing 
a white flag. He has a right to irfviol- 
ability, as well as the trumpeter, bugler 
or drummer, the flag-bearer and inter- 
preter who may accompany him. 
The commander to whom a flag _of 
truce is sent is not in all cases obliged 
to receive it. 
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Occupation of Hostile Territory. -

The authority of the legitimate Power having in fact 
passed into the hands of the octupant, the latter shall 
take all the measures in his power to restore and insure, 
as far as. possible, public order and safety, while respect- 
ing, unless absolutely prevented, the laws int force in the 
country. 

A belligerent is forbidden to force the inhabitants of 
territory occupied by it to furnish information about the 
army of the other belligerent, or about its means of de- 
fense. 

(Germany, Russia, Japan and Montenegro declined to 
subscribe to this article) 

It is forbidden to compel the inhabitants of occupied 
territory to swear allegiance to the hostile Power. 

If, in the territory occupied, the occupant collects the 
taxes, dues and tolls imposed for the benefit of the state, 
he shall do so, as far as is possible, in accordance with 
the rules of assessment and incidence in force, and shall 
in consequence be bound to defray the expenses of the 
administratién of the occupied territory to the same 
extent as the legitimate Government was so bound. 

If, in addition to the taxes mentioned in the above 
article, the occupant levies other money contributions 
in the occupied territory, this shall only be for the needs 
of the army or of the administration of the territory in 
question. 

No general penalty, pecuniary or otherwise, shall be 
inflicted upon the population on account of the acts of 
individuals for which they cannot be regarded as jointly 
and severally responsible. 

No contribution shall be collected except under a writ- 
ten order, and on the responsibility of a commander in 
chief. The collection of the said contribution shall only 
be effected as far *as possible in accordance with the 
rules of assessment and incidence of the taxes in force. 
For every contribution a receipt shail be given to the 
contributors. 

An army of occupation can only take possession of 
cash, funds and realizable securities which are strictly 
the property of the state, depots of arms, means of trans- 
port, stores and supplies, and, generally, all movable 
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as religious convictions and practice, 
must be respected. 


attempts to violate its neutrality cannot. be regarded as 
a hostile act. 

Corps of combatants cannot be formed nor recruit- 
ing agencies opened on the territory of a neutral Power 
to assist the belligerents. 

The responsibility of a neutral Power is not engaged 
by the fact of persons crossing the frontier separately to 
offer their services to one of the belligerents. 

A neutral Power is not called upon to prevent. the ex- 
port or transport, on behalf of one or other of the bel- 
liserents, of arms, munitions of war, or, in general, of 
anything that can be of use to an:army or a fleet. 

The following acts shall not be considered as commit- 
ted in favor of one be!ligcrent: 

(a) Supplies furnished or loans made to one of the 
belligerents, provided that the person who ree 4 
the supplies or who mates the loan lives neither 
the territcry cf the other party nor in the territory 
occupiéd by him, and that-the supplies do not come 
from these ter-itories; and 

_ . (b) Services rendered in matters of police or civil 
administration. 


The Status of Enemy Merchant Ships. 


HEN a merchant ship belonging to one of the 
belligerent Powers is, at the commencement 
of hostilities, in an enemy port, it is desirable 
that it should be allowed to depart freely, 

either immediately, or after a reasonable number of days 
of grace, and to proceed, after being furnished with a 
pass, direct to its port of destination or any other port 
indicated. . 

The same rule should apply in the case of a ship which 
has left its last port of departure before the commence- 
ment of the war and entered a port belonging to the 
enemy while still ignorant that hostilities had broken 
out. 

A merchant ship, unable, owing to circumstances of 
“force majeure,” to leave the enemy port within the 
period contemplated in the above article, or which was 
not allowed‘to leave, shall not be confiscated. 

Enemy merchant ships which left their last port of 
departure before the commencement of the war, and are 
encountered on the high seas while still ignorant of the 
outbreak of hostilities, cannot be confiscated. 

They are only liable to detention on the understand-

Conversion of Merchant Ships. 


ERCHANT ships converted into 
M warships must bear the exter- 


nal marks which distinguish 
the warships of their national- 
ity. 

The commander must be in the ser- 
vice of the state and duly commissioned 
by the competent authorities. His name 
must figure in the list of the officers of 
the fighting fleet. 

The crew must be subject to military 

iscipline, 

A belligerent who converts a mer- 
chant ship into a warship must, as soon 
as possible, annotince such conversion in 
the list of warships. 


‘Bombardment by Naval Forces. 
HE bombardment by. naval forces 
of undefended ports, towns, 
dwellings or buildings is for- 

bidden. 

A place cannot be bombarded golely 
because automatic submarine contact 
mines are anchored off the harbor. 

Military works, military or naval es- 
tablishments, depots of arms of war 
“materiel,” workshops or plants which 
could be utilized for the needs of the 
hostile fleet or army, and the Ships of 
war in the harbor, are not included in this prohibition. 

After due notice has been given, the bombardment of 
undefended ports, towns, villages, dwellings or buildin zs 
may be commenced, if the local authorities, after a for- 
mal summons has been made to them, decline to comply 
with requisitions for provisions or supplies necessary 
for the immediate use of the naval force before the place 
in question. These requisitions shall be in proportion to 
the resourees of the place in question. 

Undefended p-rts, towns, -villazes, dwellings or build- 
ings may not be hombarded on account of failure to ma‘e 
money contributions. . 

In tombardment by’ naval forces all the necessary 
meazsures must be ta*en by the commander to spare ag 
far as possible sacred edifices, butidines nsed for scien- 
tific, artistic or charitable purposes, historic monuments, 
hospitals and places. where the sick and wounded are 


collected, on the understanding that they are not used 


at the same time for military purposes. 

It is the duty of the inhabitants to indicate such mon- 
uments, edifices or places by visible signs, which shall 
consi*t of large, stiff, rectanzuar panels, divided diag- 
onally into two colored triangular portions, the upper 
portion black, the lower portion white. 

A town or place, even when taken by storm, may not 
be pillaged. 


Cutting Submarine Cables. 
Submarine cables connecting an occupied territory 
with a-neutral territory shall not be seized or de- 
strcyed excent in the case of absolute nececsit7. 
They must likewise be restored and compensation 
fixed when peace is made. 


Wireless Stations in Neutral Territory. 
Belligerents are forbidden to (a)Erect on terri- 
tory of a neutral power a wireless telegraphy station 
or other apparatus for the purpose of cemmunicating 
with belligerent forces on land or sea; and (b) Use 
any installation of this kind established by them 
before the war on the territory of a neutral power 
for purely military purposes and which has not been 
opened for the service of public messages.

0 far as the European War has gone, it has sprung one tremendous sur- 
prise upon the military experts and engineers—it has proved the prac 
tical worthlessness of the elaborate fortresses of concrete and steel 
which their engineers had proudly proclaimed impregnable. While this 
is written, however, the great fortifications environing Paris have not 
been subjected to the test of a siege. , | 

During the German assault upon the forts of Liege, at the begin 
ning of the war, for a time triumph seemed to be with the fort builders. All 
of the devices which, on paper, had seemed to render the fort invulnerable, appeared 
to be gloriously justifying the pretensions of the engineers. The German charges 
were hurled back by the fire of its machine guns, their entrenchments were shelled 
by its howitzers, the troops were blinded at night by searchlights which exposed 
them as a fair target, and their columns were snared in its wire entanglements 
The name of Gen. Brialmont, designer of the Liege fortifications, became famous 
all over the world. NG 

It was established that the forts. could with ease repel infantry attacks and 
the bombardment of ordinary ‘field artillery. But a staggering and unexpected 
force was about to be brought up to put the fort builders to scorn. This was the 
enormous siege guns, greater even than those mammoths of artillery introduced 
by the Germans in field warfare, which soon arrived before Liege. 

It happened that at the siege of Port Arthur, in 1904, the Japanese brought 
up from their coast defenses two 28-centimeter mortars, which, by their terrible 
fire, had a decided influence in reducing the Russian stronghold, after other means 
had for five months proved a failure. The Germans profited by this lesson and 
manufactured a battery of howitzers mounted on freight gondolas, which: made 
them, for all their mass of forty tons, easily mobile wherever railroad tracks were 
or could be laid. 

This siege gun fires a shell 11 inches in diameter and weighing 1000 pounds. 
It is charged with the high explosive triton, which is more powerful than dyna- 
mite, but which will endure with less danger than that unstable compound the

shock of being fired from a gun. When the shell strikes it blasts a hole as big 
as a quarry excavation. The fire control is so accurate that the gun ¢an be fired 
at a range of five miles with an average error of only 100 yards in the point 
of fall. : 

After the Belgians had for a time electrified the world with their heroic de 
fense at Liege against charges as audacious and furious'as any recorded in his- 
tory, the Germans brought up a battery of their great siege guns.. These were 
detrained from their cars and mounted at the proper positions in concrete eia- 
placements. | 

Abruptly the continent was. thrilled with the news that Liege had fallen. 
Why? It was because wherever a shell from one of the siege guns struck a fort- 
ress it collapsed like a house of cards. Concrete was pulverized, steel was blasted 
inté splinters by the terrific impact. When a shell strack one of the steel tur- 
rets protecting the gunners in the forts turret, guns and crew were literally blown 
to fragments. The enormous havoc wrought is shown by photographs of the ruins 
at Liege, printed upon this page. 

At their ease the Germans planted their guns where they would do the most. 
good and out of effective range of the guns of the fortress. Of course, had the 
forts been equipped with artillery equally powerful, a different story might be 
to tell. But the defenders apparently anticipated attack from guns of no more than 
five or six inches caliber—which, indeed, experts had pronounced the largest prac- 
ticable for field service in Europe, because, with the softness of the soil, the weight 
of larger ordnance would mire the carriages in the ground. But they had not. 
counted on the dispatch with which German engineers laid loops of railroad track 
about the Liege forts, making it possible quickly to transport their great artillery 
to the strategic point of the moment. 

The same story was repeated at Namur, which was lauded as one of the 
strongest fortified’places in Belgium. If the Kaiser was halted at Liege, it was 
asked, how long would it take his troops to capture Namur? This was before 
particulars concerning the Prussian siege artillery had leaked out. 

What was the event? One or two shells were fired at a fort before Namur, 
which instantly blew up into a mass of wreckage, The others surrendered promptly. 
Its fortifications, upon which hundreds of thousands of dollars had been spent 
and upon which a military genius had lavished all of his talent, suddenly became 
. of no more value than if its walls had been wood, instead of concrete and steel

E are learning 
new things 
about our 
bodies every 
day. Some 
of the new- 
est are ter- 

ribly disconcerting to our old 
ideas about anatomy and -physiology. 
For instance: 

Dr. G. W. Crile of Cleveland: calmly 
adds a new system to those already 
known, grouping together under the 
name “kinetic” organs whose inti- 
mate relation had never even been sus- 
pected. 3 

Dr. W. H. Fitzgerald of Hartford 
demonstrates to a gathering of amazed 
physicians, surgeons and dentists that 

any part of the body can be anesthet- 
ized—cut off so far as feeling is con- 
cerned—merely by pressing on certaiv 
points, often anatomically remote from .- 
those to be deprived of sensation. 

The medical world has scarcely hat 


‘time to digest the story of this extraor- MP os 


dinary clinic, as told by Dr. Edwir 
F. Bowers in this magazine last De- 
cember, before Dr. Fitzgerald asks it 
to assist him in an even more radical 
juggling with the human organs. Dr. Bowers told of 
Dr. Fitsgerald’s demonstration that certain spots on the 
tongue, palate and throat could be made, by simple 
pressure, to deaden eyes, ears, teeth and other organs 
to all pain. That was strange enough. No one could 
have believed it had it not been vouched for by a 
score of the leading doctors of New England, who had 
not only been presént at the clinic given in the Hart- 
ford General Hospital on November 24, 1913, but had 
successfully put the system into practice. 

Now Dr. Fitzgerald asks us to believe that it is not 
even necessary to “press the button” in the mouth, 
the same result being obtainable merely by squeezing 
a finger or pinching a toe! | 

According to him—and not only to him but to other 
doctors who have tested his discovery—any pain in 
any part of the body can be removed in a few minutes 
with no other treatment than pressure upon a toe or 
finger. It must be the correct toe or finger, however, 
It is no use squeezing the little finger if you have a 
stomachache, for instance. In this case both thumbs 
must be pressed. Pressing a thumb has no effect upon 
a jumping ache in a hollow molar tooth, for then 
it is the middle finger on the same side as the offending 
tooth that must be pressed. 

It scunds simple, doesn’t it? So simple as to seem 
ridiculous to anyone familiar with the anatomy of the 
human body. Surgeons who have not seen it done will 
dismiss it with a scoff, just as they dimissed Harvey’s 
assertion that the blood circulated, just as they dis- 
missed Jenner’s discovery of vaccination. Whether they 
will finally accept it, and revise their physiology ac- 
cordingly, as they at last accepted the discoveries of 
Harvey, Jenner and the other great pioneers of medicine, 
time alone can tell. | 

But the doctors have received so many shocks 
to their preconceived ideas that today they hes- 
itate to reject new discoveries without serious 
examination. And all that Dr.. Fitzgerald is 
asking now is serious examination of the dis- 
covery he announces. Many surgeons and more 
dentists have been testing upon their own pa- 
tients the simple treatment he describes. Some 
of them are enthusiastic about the results. 

Others are still in doubt. 

Here is a sample case in point: Dr. Charles De Witt 
Henry, the New York dentist, went to Hartford one day 
at the end of June and came back so impressed with 
what Dr. Fitzgerald showed him that he began experi- 
menting the very next day. His first patient that morn- 
ing was a stranger who looked like a mechanic of the 
better class. He had a severe toothache. Dr. .Henry 
could not find a decayed tooth in his head, but quickly 
discovered which tooth was causing the pain. It was 
a molar, a good tooth, and the dentist did not want to 
pull it. 

He took hold of the sufferer’s hand and began squeez- 
ing the knuckle of the middle finger. 

“What are you doing that for?” asked the patient. 

“Trying a little experiment,” replied De. Henry, and 
he went on questioning the man about his health, lead- 
ing the conversation in such a way as to use up time. 
He held the finger for nearly ten minutes. Then he 
asked: 

“How's the toothache now?” 

“Why—er—it’s entirely gone!” replied the man, thor- 
oughly astonished. 

Dr. Henry told him to squeeze the knuckle of his own 
middle finger if the ache returned, and to come back 
and report how it worked. Up to the present writing 
the man has not returned. 

This is- merely an illustration of one dentist’s first 
experience with the method. Dr. Henry has not been 
so successful in other cases on which he has tried it, 
but Dr. Fitzgerald had warned him that it required a 
little practice, and also that some persons were much

“I shall not be able to give a definite verdict until I 
have satisfied myself that I know exactly how to apply 
it, and have tested it on a large number of persons,” 
says Dr. Henry, “but I have gone far enough to be able 
to say there is at least something in it My experiments 
bave been so interesting and suggestive that I shall 
continue them.”

Dr. Fitzgerald, in describing such cases, says that the 
anesthesia so produced is in some persons sufficiently 
deep and lasting-to permit of a major oneration being 
performed without pain. It sometimes lasts two hours 
after the pressure has been removed. Such cases are 
. exceptional, however. What he does claim for 
the method is that by this simple means any 
part of the body may be rendered insensible to 
pain at least long enough to permit of euch 
operations 4s are normally very painful but 
do not last lorg. 
This discovery of Dr. Fitzgerald's involves the 
plotting of the body in an entirely new way. 
The most extraordinary thing about the piot- 
ting is that it is more mathematical than ana- 
tomical. It divides the body into zones, re- 
gardless of the organs. There are, broadly 
speaking, 10 of these zones, five on each side 
of the body. If the body were cut longitud- 
inally into approximately equal slices, each of 
these would be one of the zones. Each arm 
and each: leg is divided into five such zones, 
a finger and a toe being the extremity of each. 

The thumb and big toe zone extends up the 
inside of the arm and leg and down the median 
line of the body, being bordered in the head by 
a line drawn between the canine tooth and the 
first bicuspid on each side. 

The first finger zone occupies the second fifth 
of the arm, leg and body, its outer margin in:the head 
being the second bicuspid tooth. 

The middle finger zone occupies the middle of the arm 
and leg and the region adjoining the former on the body, 
extending in the head to the back of the second molar 
tooth. 

The ring finger zone follows, taking in the wisdom 
tooth. Then the little finger zone, occupying the outer 
sides of arms, body, legs and head, completes the list. 

Each zone seems to extend through, from front to 
back. So, for a stomachache or a pain in the spine, one 
presses one’s thumbs. For a jumping corn on the little 
toe or for the burn of a frozen ear tip, one squeezes 
the ligtle finger. 

These zones are further subdivided. The palmar sur- 
face of the fingers and the soles of the feet control the 
back; the dorsal surface of the hand and the upper sur- 
face of the toes control the front of the body. 


The tongue, palate and throat are also plotted, not 
only longitudinally, however, but transversely also, 
This plotting of the mouth was what Dr. Bowers de- 
scribed in his article in this Magazine last December. 
The whole head, it seems, can be plotted transversely. 
But this complicates the subject too much for detatied 
description here. ~ 

A most extraordinary example of the working of this 
new method of anesthesia is a certain woman who lives 
near Hartford. She is-an unusually good subject be- 
cause of the startling rapidity with which she answers 
to the treatment. I met her in Dr. Fitzgerald's office 
while waiting to consult him and she told me she had 
become-so accustomed to the treatment she could practice 
it on herself. She consented to allow my companion, 
an eminent dentist, to expertment upon her while I 
watched her critically. My companion began with her 
left thumb. As he pressed it she described a feeling of 
numbness creeping up her arm. In two minutes the 
gums over her incisor and canine teeth had become 
cold and a probe stuck into the gums at this point, draw- 
ing blood, failed to make her wince, but when she was 
pricked beyond the canine she winced instantly. Pres- 
sure on the first finger extended the anesthesia to the 
region of the bicuspids. Prea‘ing one finger after the 
other deadened the whole left side. We pricked her head

So much absolute nonsense has 
been written recently about the 
causes and the cures of baldness 
that it is well the plain facts should 
be set before those who fear to Jose 
their hair. 

‘First of all, let-it be noi that 
the microbe of baldness never enters 
from without. It is a product of 
pus formation and has its origin 
within the hair follicle. Therein it 
lives, thrives during its brief ‘ex- 
istence and finally dies. In fact it cannot live a single 
second when exposed’ to the air, hence it is absurd to 
charge the barber or hairdresser with transferring it 
from one-person to another by means of the fingers 
or otherwise. | 

Many millions of these microbes, or more properly 
speaking, micro-organisms, are thrown out upon the 
scalp and hgir from time to time, where they become 
mixed with other materials and appear as dandruff, 
but when so expelled they are dead and preci! harm- 
less. 

As to the “dandruff microbe,” there is no such thing. 
Dandruff ts merely a symptom—an evidence of a dis- 
eased condition of the hair root or follicle, or of .th® 
soft tissues adjacent ,thereto, but not visible to the 
natural eye. The real cause of its presence can be. de- 
termined only by microscopical examination. 

Dandruff contains myriads of dead parasites or 
micro-organisms, but absolutely no living ones. If left 
for any considerable time on the hair and scalp it 
affords a soil or breeding ground for the germination 
and development of Ynany forms of spores or fungus 
growths. These may become quite destructive to the

These spores or fungi multiply by division and sub- 
division, and form themselves into chains which may 
be seen by the aid of even a low power microscope. 
Under the influence of heat and cold these “chains” 
expand and contract and cause a disagreeable itcbing— 
a sensation as if something were crawling on the scalp. 

It has always been proved by experiment that fully 
90 per cent of all hair and scalp ailments are due 
primarily to catarrh in the hair follicle, and not to 
any direct infection. This theory, promulgated a dozen 
years ago, has received the indorsement of scientific 
students and investigators all over the world, as well 
as of the medical profession. : 

The-cause of this follicular catarrh is cold. The 
scalp may be chilled jn many ways; men go out of 
barber shops, or their own rooms, even on the coldest 
days, with their hair wet, and women are sometimes 
equally careless. In either case the scalp is likely toe 
become chilled, and the consequence is catarrh in the 
hair follicles.

The progress of this 
form of catarrh is 
usually rapid, but not 
always so.

Pus forms in the follicles, and 
the hair, losing its anchorage, slips 
and falls out. 

In the secretions of this catarrhal 
inflammation, which gradually as- 
sumes the form of pus, the so-called 
“microbes of baldness” are born, and 
there begin their work of destruction. 
After awhile they die,’and with their 
associate material they form a fungus 
mass, vegetable in character, which 
fills up the hair follicles and eventu- 
ally obliterates them- entirely. Then 
there is total baldness. 

It is much easier to prevent this 
catarrhal condition than to cure it. 
Its treatment.should be entrusted to 
the dermatologist rather than to the 
barber or hairdresser. eee 

The blood supply of the scalp is quite limited and 
sluggish, therefore remedies applied thereon are slow 
of absorption and limited as to amount absorbed. But 
if the scalp be properly prepared, that is, made porous 
and receptive, suitable remedies can be made to pene- 
It is important to get the proper remedies, for 
there are many preparations with a wide sale which 
are positively mjurious. . - 

Both alcoholic and excessively alkaline mixtures are 
death to the hair. They remove all the lubricating 
elements from it, thereby making it porous’and brittle, 
and in this condition it soon becomes the breeding 
ground for many forms of spores and fungi, which 
eventually sap every vestige of the hair’s strength and 
vitality. 

Under -no circumstances or conditions should a prep- 
aration containing more than five per cent of alcohol 
be applied to the hair and ‘scalp, and all soaps, sham- 
poos, etc, similarly used should be absolutely neutral, 
that is, free from any excess of alkali, as shown by 
test paper. 

Singeing the hair is a time-honored hut senseless prac- 
tice, and should never be submitted to.
